The name by which he is now known 
to the police is Frank Buckman, alias 
Charlies K. Wright. He was released 
from San Quentin about three weeks 
ago and it will probably be but a 
short time before he is on his way 
back to that institution to serve a long 
sentence. 

According to his record, Buckman 
was arrested first January 7, 1903, by 
Officer G. H. Sparks on a charge of 
burglary. He was given a preliminary 
examination by Judge Chambers in 
Police Court, and was held to answer 
under $1500 bend on January 9, 1903. 
The following day he pleaded guilty in 
the Superior Court in Los Angeles and 
was sentenced to Serve one year in San 
Quentin. He was ‘sentenced by Judge 
Smith. 

The records in San Quentin prison 
show that he was received there Janu- 
ary 11, 1903, and that he was a well- 
behaved prisoner. Because of good be- 
havior he was allowed “copper” and 
my released from prison November 9, 

He apparently conducted himseif 
properly until the spring of 1904, when 
he was again arrested for burglary.

TANDARDIZATION OF FRUIT PACK. . 

California's fruit growers and’ shippers are cele- 
brated throughout the United States for their enter- 
prise in producing and marketing fruits. Not only 
does the State maintain the lead in quality and va- 
riety of fruits, but it distances all others in the per- 
fection of marketing methods and in the adoption 
of the most approved methods of packing and trans- 
porting the products of the orchard. Notwithstand- 
ing the advancement of every phase of the fruit 
business in this State the growers and shippers 
have not overlooked the imperfections of their 
methods, of which are the irregularities existing in 
standards of quality, in uniformity of packing and 


ing deficiencies in the preparation of fruits for mar- + 
ket will disappear if the new movement for stand-. 


As this movement toward improvement in the 
fruit packing is unique, without precedent, and in- 
volves the use or new principles in the promotion of 
horticulture, its most salient features will be set 
forth in this article. In the first place, the plan to 
be herein outlined has been tested in five entire 
counties of California for the whole shipping season 
of 1910. Consequently it may now be spoken of in 
the light of experience, and in that view it has been 
unanimously approved by the growers and shippers 
wherever tried. The effort to standardize all de- | 
ciduous fruits had its inception in the disasters that 
befell so many scores of carload lots during the sea- 
son of 1909. Hundreds of cars were either turned | 
down altogether or reduced in value through the 
lax methods employed in grading and packing, and 
in some sections California fruits had been refused 


of the present season Ot one carioad of Placer 
county fruit had been turned down, and one may an- 
ticipate from this fact that fruit standardization has 
been of immediate benefit during the first year of its 
trial. 
The plan contemplates the organization of every 
element within a county concerned with the pro- 
duction and selling of fruit—growers, buyers, co-op- 
erative associations and all shipping houses. This 
organization has nothing to do with any phase ofthe: 
business except the grading, packing and inspection 
of the fruit. These it controls absolutely. Organiza- 
tion for this purpose consists of election of usial 
officers by a mass meeting; the adoption of bylaws; 
the adoption of a form of agreement to submit every 
package of fruit to qualified inspection, the agtee- 
ment to be signed by all gtowers and shippers as- 
sociated; the formulation of a standard for each 
kind of fruit grown commercially in the district; the 
election of a board of inspection control and the 
adoption of rules for its government; providing a 
revenue with which to pay for the inspection of 
fruit, the selection of common brands, size and 
quality stamps and any other acts necessary to pro- 
mote the shipping of better fruit. The mass meet- 
ing usually elects an executive board of three to 
have general supervision over the business of the 
organization. 

After the organization Is properly formed, and 
having elected its board of inspection control, the 
association is ready for the work of standardization. 
The board of inspection employs a sufficient number 
of qualified inspectors to examine every package of 
fruit offered for shipment. The board serves with- 
out pay, but fixes the salary of the inspectors, usually . 
at $100 per month. In Placer county this inspection 
costs about one mili per package, the assessment 
being levied upon all fruit offered, and paid -in 
bulk to the inspection board by the shippers who 
had previously agreed so to do. Previous to the tn- 
ception of the work every Inspector has been given 
a copy of the fruit st . For example, a wagon- 
load of packed plum offered upon the platforn 
of a shipping bouse The requirements for a crate 
of pluma.are as follows.

packed. The fruit shall be free from worms, scab, 
crack pits, bruises or biemishes. Plums must 
carry their stems and bloom, package to present 
a neat and uniform appearance.” 
A standard each for peaches, prunes, apricots, 
Bartlett pears, grapes, cherries, apples and other 
fruits commercially produced is provided. With this 
chart the inspector goes to work. Provided with a 
neat steel instrument he opens ten, twenty-five or 


fifty per cent. of the plum crates, as in his judg- |

In every case he 
repacks the fruit as it should be, and if the require- 
ments have been observed the inspector stamps 
each package officially and the fruit is standardized. 


Inother words, each crate of plums is plainly and | 
officially marked on one end, showing variety, num- 


ber of plums in each basket, gnd that it has been 


ypacked to standard in quality according to the rules 


of the association. 
In case the inspector find one or more crates of 


. fruit not up to the standard requirements, be refuses 


to ailiow them to go into the shipping house and the 
fruit is loaded back’ upon the wagon.and returned to 
‘the ranch, there to be disposed of to fhe local trade 


er repacked in conformity to the standard. One 
‘may wonder how such an arbitrary measure is en- 


forced. That is a very simple matter’ Every ship- 
per doing business in the county, and perhaps the 


"grower offering the poor fruit, had previously signed 


an agreement such as this: “We, the undersigned 
fruit-growers, packers and shippers of this county, 
hereby agree to standardize our fruits in accord- 
ance with the plan adopted, and dd hereby accept 
the schedule and regulations of standardization, and 
ddopt-the bylaws of the association.” This is a con- 
tract and with similar agreements has been enforced 
the past season. Every grower and shipper, having 


signed this agreement early in the season and in 
good faith, becomes a party to the plan. This re- 


moves every particle, of arbitrary practice im the 
standardization of fruits. The plan prevented the 
shipment of hundreds of cars of unfit fruit during 
the season of 1910, and the next season promises a 
general adoption of this means of improving the 
fruit pack.

miners inches of water, continuous 
flow. That amount of water computed. 
in lions means the dam will im- 
pound. 2,74,370,000. The promoters 
stated they could supply Pasadena 
with 1000 miners inches of water con- 
tinuous flow for which they propose 
to charge $1,000,000, delivéfed to Pasa- 
dena. They have not yet explained 
how they will supply 1000 inches with 
a lake which only holds 560 inches of 
water. 

The combined basins com- 
prise eighty-one square miles of terri- 
tory, and with the usual rainfall 
there is sufficient run-off to fill such a 
reservoir, providing it is all caught 
and impounded. However, during dry 
years there is not enough rainfall to 
fill the lake. Figuring on the meas- 
urements which have been taken in 
the San Gabriel River, which water- 
shed always gets far more rainfall and 
run-off than the Tujunga, and taking 
Into consideration the dry years when 
the reservoir would have to hold over 
enough water to keep the pipes run- 
ning, a reservoir in Tujunga would 
have to hold at least 1800 miners 
inches, or 8,989,120,000 gallons. ‘These 
figures do not take into consideration 
the average evaporation which 
amounts to about eight per cent. 

Expert authorities, who have had 
much to do with building storage 
dams, state that such a dam as it 
proposed to build in the Tujunga, can- 
not be put together with cana! facill- 
ties to carry the water to Pasadena 
‘for a sum like $1,000,000. 

The General Water Committee will 
hold_a meeting tomorrow night at 
which sevefal complete reports will be 
made. The Municipal Ownership Com- 
mittee will bring in its final report 
which, it is believed, will recommend 
that proceedings be started at once to 
condemn the present water plants, not 
only the three plants usually men- 
tioned, but all the water companies in- 
side the city limits. 

It is also believed that when this re- 
port is the Inter-Municipal 
Community of Interests Commission 
compo of ena, South Pasadena 
and Alhambra, will resolve to do the 
same thing and thus condemn all the 
water plants doing business within the 
community for the general interests. 

It is further expected that the com- 
mittee which has been running about 
over the country Investigating various 
sources of water, will make an exten- 
sive report showing that to get water 
from any point will cost much more 
than is generally expected, and far 
more than Engineer Mulholland of Los 
Angeles agreed to give Pasadena an 
adequate supply for all time.

LONG BEACH, Jan. 11.—Rumors 
that both of the local water companies 
would be consolidated have been cur- 
rent for a few days and although the 
Officials of the companies will not con- 
firm the report, they will not deny it, 
and indicate that the deal is in process 
of being completed. The president of 
the Long Beach water company is 
Bdwin F. Hahn, of Pasadena, and the 
president of the Alamitos Beach water 
company is I. W. Heliman of Los An- 
geles. Both have good holdings in 
the water bearing area. but operating 
as two corporations and dividing the 
patronage has not been renumerative. 
The Long Beach Company which ab- 
sorbed the holdings of the Bouton 
Company, Seaside Water Company and 
Citizens Company, extends over two- 
thirds of the city and furnishes water | 
to Terminal Island and East San 
Pedro. 

During the past year they expended 
over $100,000 in extending and rebuild- 
ing its system. The Alamitos Company 
gives service in the eastern part of 


and Naples and a section of ranch 
land in the north. They also have spent 
considerable money the past yéar in 
improvements. The price paid for the 
Alamitos holding is not known, nor 
any of the terms of merger. Two‘years 
ago the Alamitos Company offered to 
sell to the city for $250,000, and the 
Long Beach Company offered its plant 
to city for $497,000, although both 
offe ere accompanied by the state- 
ment that the holdings were far more 
Valuable than that, but if the people 
wanted a municipal water plant they 
were willing to turn over organized 
system at a sacrifice. The proposition 
was defeated, and the companies have 
continued serving the public as private 
corporations. 

Both companies have been asked 
by the Council for a statement of their 
gross earnings last year, with a view 
of passing a new water ordinance; and 
it is su the deal will be made 
public before this ordinance passes.

CIGARETTE SMOKERS THE CAUSE 


Twenty-two Horses and Vast Quan- 
tities of Hay Lost Through Careless- 
ness of Men. 


SANTA MARIA, Jan. 11.—Strict in- 
vestigation has laid the disastrous fire 
of last Friday evening to the door of 
the cigarette smoker.

While the ranchers are busy and anti- 
cipate an uhexcelled season orchard- 
ists are also up the hilt in work, pre- 
paring for the increase of their acre- 
age. It is estimated that almost every 
section in the citrus belt will be largely 
Increased, Rialto land owners state 
that 5000 acres will be set out anew this 
season to orange, lemons and grape 
fruit trees, while in many Instances 
heavy planting of peaches is being 
planned for next month | 

On the desert apples and grapes are 
being set out, One order in the Dag- 
gett-Barstow section involves the ship- 
ment of 10,000 young apple trees. The 
syndicate handling this order, will also 
sow their land to-grain, while 1000 acres 
will be planted to alfaifa.

It is not antieipated, however, that any of the out 
lying territory will hesitate to join with Los Angeles 
with the possible exception of Pasadena, and while the 
leaders of the consolidation movement, generally speak- 
ing, would ‘welcome the Crown City Into the city and 
county to be, they are practically a unit in declaring 
that she is not vitally essential to a successful issve of 
the undertaking. As to any other section that it Is pos- 
sible to consider, there is every reason to believe that 
it would gladly accept an invitation to come in, for 
much of the surrounding territory has been ‘king 
admission for years.

Chief Aqueduct Engineer Mulholland is authority for 
the statement that this is 135,000 acres, in addition to 
the present city. 
As the water consumption is practically the same 
whether this acreage is city or country property, our 
largest future area is; in either event, determined. Ex- 
pressed in square miles the maximum outside territory 
which can be served is 211, or a trifie more than twice 
the area of the city as it exists at the present time. | 
If our boundaries were expanded to this limit, Los 
Angeles would be three times as large as it is today, 
and would become territorially the second city in the 
United States, being exceeded only by Greater New 
York, and by her by less than five square miles. Even 
at this, we would have taken but a comparatively small 
part of the county. 
The total area of Los Angeles county ts 3880 square 
miles, or more than ten times the largest area conceded 


‘called Mr. Mutholland’s attention to the Owens River. 
In the fall of 1904, Mulholland drove along practically 
the present course of the aqueduct. He was away one 
month and returned to report that he had found a sup 
ply ample in quantity, excellent in quality, unceasing in 
its flow and sufficient for a population of nearly two 
millions. The Water Board indorsed the project. Plans 
were begun and land and water rights secured. This 
preliminary work was done secretly from funds of the 
water department. 

By June, 1906, all necessary rights had been obtained 
by purchase or option, and on July 6 The Times gave 
to the world the story of one of the most spectacular 
and unique water projecta ever attempted. 

On June 13, 1907, the proposed issue of $23,000,000 
bonds to build the aqueduct was submitted to the people. 
It carried by a vote of 10 to 1. October 253 of the same 
year work was begun on the Elizabeth Lake Tunnel. 
Exclusive of this no excavation was attempted until the 
fall of the next year. From that time, the work has 
been, pushed steadily on until today, of the 215 miles 
of excavation, 123 miles have been completed. This in 
cludes thirty-eight miles of a total of forty-three miles 
of tunnels. 

In ‘point of hardship, the aqueduct is 77 per cent. fin- 
ished. In point of distance, it is a little over one-half 
completed. There is every reason to believe that it 
will be ready for use before the summer of 1913. 

Competent engineers agree that Los Angeles will re 
ceive from the aqueduct 260,000,000 gallons of water 
dally, or enough to supply a city of upwards of three 
hundred square miles. 

Many methods have been suggested by which the sur- 
plus water and the $1,000 horse power of electrical 
energy that can be developed from it could be fur 
nished to the neighboring communities as by sale, by 
contract, by lease or by a system of bonuses. 

Under its charter Los Angeles can sell or otherwise 
dispose of ita water only upon consent of its people ex- 
pressed at an election at which the proposition is sanc- 
tioned by a two-thirds vote. There is room for doubt 
as to whether our people would sell absolutely and thus 
part with their title to any part of either the water or 
the power, 

The city may, nevertheless, dispose of its surplus wa- 
ter or surplus power to other municipalities or to con- 
sumers Outaide of the city. but such a solution presents 
many difficulties and might easily prove disastrous. 
In making any contract, the city must necessarily see 
that ite own interests are in no wise imperiled. Outside 
consumers, and especially municipalities, would scarcely 
desire to contract with Los Angeles for either water or 
power unless the permanence of their supply is unques- 
tionably assured. 

To a private corporation the solution would not be 
dificult for it could distribute water or power wherever 


ness considerations. A public corporation, however, 
stands in a different position because its control stops 
at its boundaries. 

So day by day these schemes are abandoned as un- 
wise or impracticable, and one by one their supporters 
are turning to a consolidated city and county govern- 
ment as the only solution. 

Los Angeles naturally seeks to so dispose of its sur- 
plus water and power as to do the greatest good to the 
greatest number. 

Her officials feel, however, that no entangling alll- 
ances should be made; no contracts which might be em- 
barrassing should be entered into; but that she should 
bestow her favors upon those, and those alone, who de 
sire to share with her, as her people, the benefits of 
these great projects. 

Events are moving rapidly to this end.

NEW HOMES. 


During the year 1910 there were no less than 6000 
new residences erected within the city limits of this 
growing city, costing $12,000,000. The proportion of res 
idents owning their own homes is greater in Los Ange 
les than in any other city of ite population in the coun 
try, a broad statement, but nevertheless true Hundrecse 
of acres of sightly mesa land lying within the city’s 
boundaries, which a few years ago produced their an- 
nual crop of grain, or. were the domain of grazing cattle, 
have had to give way to the rapid expansion of Los 
Angeles. The land has been subdivided into building 
icts with wide, excellently improved streets and boule. 
vards, beautiful on either side with fan palms and shade 
trees of various spBclés. In any part of the newly opened 
western and southwestern sections of the city, which 
is high, rolling land, the vista is unsurpassed. To the 
north the stately Sierras rise beyond the fertile val 
leys which lie in the foreground, and to the west the 
Pacific Ocean can be seen, and froui which a cool, re- 
froshing breeze ia ever blowing. These cholce tracts of 
land are rapidly becoming dotted with fine homes, vary- 
ing from the pretentious villa costing between $30,000 
and $150,000, to the less expensive residence housing 
the family of moderate means, for which the maximum 
amount spent is not over $15,000. 

In the lower part of the city, recently annexed, to the 
south and southeast of the city proper, the picturesque 
Celifornia bungalow, containing from five to seven 
rooms, is the favorite, and these complete little homes 
are finding eager takers among the working class. These 
houses, ranging in cost from $1200 to $3000 each, and 
of which not less than 3500 were constructed last year, 
can be acquired on very easy terms, and thousands of 
small families which would otherwise be paying rent 
are living in their own homes, made possible by the pay- 
ment of a small amount down and monthly inetall- 
ments, of from $15 to $50, according to value of the 
property acquired. 


MANY APARTMENTS. 
To care for clerks and others included in the popula- 
tion of every large city who are compelled by circum- 
stances to live within close proximity to the business 
section, a large number of tenement or so-called “apart- 
ment” houses were built during the past twelve months. 
The demand for apartments has been increasing for 
several vears past, and the goodly amount of $1,250,000 
was invested in this class of building in 1910. These 
buildings range in size from 30 to 150 roome each, and 


house the Influx of new permanent residents, and the 
recently completed business blocks, though adding con- 
sidcrable office facilities to the already substantially. 
built downtown section, were not enough to meet the 
demand for space, some of the larger centrally located 
office structures even having walting lists for accom. 
modation. The same comment applies to the hotels and 
houses. 

This condition of affairs will, however, be alleviated, 
to © great extent, during the present year, for the tal! 
office buildings and hotels projected are no less than 
six in number, and these with the average amount of 
smaller buildings, will provide for our ever-increasing 
wants, for several years at least. Among the sky- 
scrapers contemplated for early commencement “wre 
the LN. Van Nuys building, to occupy the southwes 
corner of Spring and Seventh streets. Upon this valu- 
abic corner, for many years the home place of the 
owner, one of our most substantial and influential ci': 
zens, Mr. Van Nuys will construct the largest and most 
eapensive building thus far put up in this city. The 
plans for it have been completed by the architects, and 
it will cost not less than $1,500,000, perhaps much more. 
Other buildings scheduled for immediate commence. 
ment are the twetvestory Chester building at the 
northeast corner of Spring and Fifth streets, to contain ) 
550 office rooms, and estimated to cost $1,250,000; the 
magnificent new héme of the Los Angeles Athletic 
Club, the foundation of which is already completed, 
and the structural steel frame of which will be erect 
within the next sixty days. Other business buildings 
which plans have deen prepared and contracts let are 
the fourteen-story office and bank building, which the 
Los Angeles Investment Company will construct on 
the northeast corner of Broadway and Eighth street, 
and the eleven-story building for the Title Insurance and 
Trust Company, on Fifth street, between Spring and 
Broadway. These byiidings are needed now and are: not 
the projects of speculators. This city has outgrown its 
days of speculation and inflated values; it is a city that 
has been experiencing a steady, solid growth, and it 
ever will continue so. Its citizens are of the progressive 
class with that spirit of self-confidence that carries 
through great enterprises. The eyes of the world are 
upon Los Angeles. 

Los Angeles has fust begun to grow; its progress of 
the past twenty years will be as nothing compared with 
the mighty strides it will make during the next tweftty. 
Its population will be numbered by millions; it will be 
solidly bailt to the sea, and will be the largest and

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| Progression and Promise of our Amazing Aqueduct. 
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NEARING COMPLETION. 


SHE progress of the Owens River 
® aqueduct is watched with the 
keenest interest, not only by 
the people of Los Angeles 
but by other municipalities in 
our councry, and by the engi 
neering world. That a public 
work of such magnitude 
should be carried to success- 
ful completion within the time 
and cost first set by its project- 
ors is regarded as almost im- 
possible. Yet, in spite of un- 
foreseen difficulties and hind- 
a rances to keep back the work, 
the promise is still good for the completion of the aque- 
duct in 1912, and within the first cost estimated, of 
$24,500,000. 
It may well be a pride to citizens of Los Angeles 
* that no other city in America will possess such an am- 
ple water supply at so low a cost. The Metropolitan 
Water System of Massachusetts, supplying Boston and a 
number of other cities and towns, within a ten-mile 
radius of Boston Town Hall, has cost to date $40,000,- 
, and is now supplying less than a million people. 
The Owens River system will multiply the present 
water supply of the city of Los Angeles seven times, 
~ giving us on our present basis of use an adequate sup- 
piy for two million people. 
The construction of such a piece of engineering, 240 
_ miles in length, through a mountainous and desert 
country, sparsely populated presented many problems 
to-be solved. At the same time the nature of the coun- 
try had its advantages. We were not compelled to de- 
-gtroy large towns and condemn thickly settled dis- 
tricts, to interfere with established industrial enter- 
prises, to reconstruct railways, etc., as New York and 
Poston have been obliged to’do in order to secure ade- 
* quate water supply. 
Aside from the natural features of the country, the 
greatest problems were those of transportation and of 
’ maintenance of workers in a practically unsettled and 
desert region. These two features are largely solved 


‘now by the completion of the California-Nevada Rail- | 


‘way, a branch of the Southern Pacific, which will in time 
‘become a main line. This road, passing almost at the

‘CANALS, CONDUIT, TUNNELS. | 
For the purpose of measuring construction, our b 
water ditch may be roughly divided into open canal, 
“lined canal, closed conduit, and tunnel sections. The 
“open” canal consist of twehty-one miles of unlined 
dttch, passing through the alluvial bottom lands of the 
Owens River Valley. This division is characterized by 
the water-bearing lands through which it passes, and it 
‘. is Jeft open to permit direct percolation. The presence of 
Creat Black Rock Spring, of several mountain streams 
heading directly in the high Sierras, and of a large 
artesian basin, as has been demonstrated by the sink- 
‘ine of wells, makes this section of the canal of extreme 
value to the sytem. The report of the chief engineer, 

William Mulbolland, says of this open canal: 

“On the whole division, 62,892 feet of canal are com- 
pleted. It is estimated that the dipper dredge can 
- plune complete the remaining footage of this division 

‘ -ja one year.” This would indicate the completion of 
\ thie twenty-one miles of work by June 1 next. 
- Of. the lined portion of the canal between 39 and 40 
miles will be uncovered, sides and bottom being lined 
‘with concrete, while about ninety-eight miles will be 
a covered conduit. These sections are being excavated 
by power shovels, steam or electric; therefore the 
. progress of the work can -at any time be hastened by 
putting more shovels at work. The open section lies 
upon high ground, while the covered portion is mainly 
_ threugh desert regions. The canal varies in width from 
_ thirty-five feet in the Alabama hills to ten feet, where it

The excavations for these tunnels is now com- 
pleted in all but two divisions and it is estimated that 
a proximately only 18,000 feet of tunnel excavation re- 
mains to be done, located in the Grapevine and Little 
luke sections. The fact that little water has been en-

THE SIPHONS. 

Where canyons or depressions are of considerable 
width they are crossed by means of a siphon, put well 
below the ground for protection. Experience seems to 
prove that cement is the cheapest and most enduring 
form for this construction. Mr Mulholland reports: “An 
interesting feature in this division of the work (Saugus) 
has been the construction of a reinforced concrete siphon 
in Whitney Canyon. This siphon, designed to operate un- 
der a maximum head of 65 feet, is 955 feet long, with an 
interior diameter of 120 inches. The concrete shell is 
nine inches in thickness, being reinforced. Thirty days 
after the last concrete was placed the pipe was filled 


with water and found to be absolutely tight and satis is assured.

Next to conveying the water from the Sierras to Los 
Angeles in a concrete conduit, may be ranked the crea- 
tion of mammoth reservoirs along the route for the 
regulation of that supply. The intake is twelve miles 
north of Independence, a point 230 miles north of the 
lower San Fernando reservoir, the chief distributing 
point near Los Angeles. Yet the supply is not trusted 
to that_which the Owens River may discharge into the 
intake cana).

‘Back in the old. days before the Pacific Electric was 
formed and before the great Mount Lowe line was 
planned, an easterner is said to have stood on a certain 
Pasadena veranda one winter's morning looking toward 
the mountains. 

The air was clear and the mountains seemed just about 
a mile away. he, longer the easterner looked the more 
they drew him, and swallowing a hasty breakfast he 

rted out to walk to the foot of the range. 
"hether he reached his destination or not is unknown, 

t some time during the afternoon he arrived, tired and 

sty, at the side of an irrigating ditch in an orange 
ve. 

cross the ditch a man leaned on an irrigating shovel. 
the side of the ditch the visitor paused. 

ere is the conversation: 

“Where is the ferry-boat?” 

“The what?” 

“The ferry -boat? How dol get across?” 

“Jump. It’s only three feet.” 

“No you don't,” quoth the visitor.. “It only looks three 
feet, but I've been fooled once today already.” 

It’s a good story, even if I can't vouch for it, and it ex- 
plains better than anything else the charm of the Mount 
Lowe trip, for that trip, better than anything else, will 
give the visitor to Southerh California complete knowledge 
of Southern California conditions and progress. 

From the time the car leaves the big passenger depot 
at Sixth and Main streets, Los Afigeles, and begins the 
run through the winding valleys that lie between Los 
and Pasadena, the beauty of the Southland works 
itself out. 


‘At Sierra Vista the whole Sierra Madre range, from the 
white cap of Old Baldy to the east to the low-lying foot- 
hills along the western boundary of the San Gabriel can 

seen without obstruction, while the whole northerr 
slope of the valley shows green with vineyards and orange 

»ves, while the famed homes of Pasadena and Altadena, 
with their rose hedges and green lawns crown the fore- 
ground of the picture beyond Pasadena. The car climbs 
the long slope to the foot of Echo Mountain, where the 
lower end of the incline rests above the waterfalls of 
Rubio Canyon, winds into the mouth of the canyon and 
comes to a stop on a great platform’ that spans a gorce; 
down from the cliffs above glides another car on a massive 
cab!: that is to carry us up the great Echo Mountain 
incline to the top of the first mountain range. 

There is a tremor as the car starts, but we seem to be 
standing still. Below, the trees, the pavilion and the wait- 
ing car seem to drop away from us; to the south the wide 
valley of the San Gabriel rises from behind the canyon 
wall and spreads out before us. Then the bottom of the 
Canyon slips behind the hill, and in the front the rugged 

untains rear before us tier on tier. The world about 
seems to be moving—to be changing form and shape, 
parging and contracting, becoming more and more weird

tremor—we have reached the upper landing stage. 

Below us the whole Southland is spread out—hills, vale 
leys, canyo" towns, cities and orange groves. In the dige 
tance 1s t:.c Pacific, with the hazy outline of Catalina 
Teland lying low on its southern horizon. ver the valley 
that Hes at our feet, fleecy clouds, ca by the sea 
breeze, roll in like surf across the orange \ groves, 
like the surf, show white in the California sun. It ig 
an empire that lies spread out below, and through i¢ 
weaves the electric lines, continuously reaching out to 
the outlying districts, and binding them together into 
what is destined to become a great city that will stretch 
from the Sterra Madres to the sea. 

Then, in the littl mountain trolley cars, we begin our 
climb again. Around the great circular bridge, spane 
ning chasms, edging along a precipice while the road- 
bed clings to the cliff on ledges blasted from the living 

rock, as we twist in the ascent of Mount Lowe. We’ 
have left behind the observatory where Edgar L. Lar- 
kin turned his great telescope over to the public during 
the days of the comet, and contented himself with teache 
ing. while other astronomers grubbed for knowledge on 
their own account: we have left behind the barren 
mountain sides, and a pine appears clinging to the cliff, 
its topmost branches reaching almost to the car steps, 
its roots fast in a crevice a hundred feet below. Other 
pines appear, and we are buried in a mountain forest 
that is snowbound in winter. and which even in the 
summer months keeps in itself a whiff of the winter 
snows. We thunder across a bridge, strike a sharp 
curve, and the brakes are set. Alpine Tavern! 

The Tavern is a long, low, rustic building of the Swiss 
chalet style, perched here in the pines a mile above the 
valley; within fs a cozy dining room, and in the lobby 
is the great stone fireplace famous from Maine to 
Alaska, and from the sun courts of New Orleans to the 
walls of Montreal. 

And then, just above the Tavern, is Inspiration Point. 
From here even a better view of the valley can be ob- 
tained than from Echo Mountaifi. Down in the lower 
end of San Gabriel Valley. below the great hill which is 
capped by the Raymond Hotel, the yellow walls of the 
San Gabriel Mission can be seen in its grove of fig and 
orange trees, while running to the very Mission walla, 
through thé little town of Alhambra, one can pick out 
the winding trail of the Pacific Electric. 

Far to the west and south the Pacific glints’in the 
afternoon sun, while low on the southern horizon the 
lo low outline of Catalina Island, sixty miles away, 
while over the low range of hills in the middle distance 
can be seen the western half of Los Angeles. 

“Had I but one day in which to see Southern Cali- 
fornia—I would see it all—from Bcho Mountain,” said

Meserve, chief counsel, has now completed arrange 
ments for establishing Elmholt Colony upon a tract of 
30,000 acres, located on the Salt Lake route, fourteen 
miles northeast of Daggett, and consisting mainly of 
government land, which is being taken up under the 
Desert Land and Homestead acts. It is an almost leve? 
stretch of rich, loamy sofl, easily tillable and largely 
productive, as has been shown by the isolated cultiva 
tion of lands in this vicinity for forty years past. 

Mr. F. C. Finkle, who knows the desert country and 
its conditions, and especially the Mojave watershed, 
better than any other man, has made a ex: 
amination of the proposed colonization plans, and of 
the water resources available for use. In his report 
he states that at a point about seven miles below Dag 
gett, he has found the Mojave River to be crossed by 
an “anticlinal fold,” which forms an effective dike 
across the valley. This dyke extends across an al 
cient lake bed or inland sea into which the Mojave 
once discharged. The average width of the river above 
this dam is about five miles and the basin thus formed 
extends up the valley for fifteen miles, thus forming

Its cost was about $500,000, an amount lost in 
ja single season heretofore by farmers deprived of water 
through the destruction of the old-time rock and brush 
dams at the head of, every canal. 
That the farmers of the Salt River Valley are not 
unprepared for the aqueous bounty is shown by the ex- 


cinding laterals. On the north side of the river, around 
Phoenix, all the canals now are the property of the gov- 
ernment, purchased for the farmers at a cost of about 
$406,000. The Arizona canal is to be given even greater 
importance as a feeder for other waterways. By the 
use of immense dredges and excavators, its capacity is 
being increased to 80,000 inches. Stretches of the older 
canals are to be eliminated and water is to be delivered 
actually upon the land, instead of to headgates on the 
main canal. It is even planned to concrete some of the 
laterals, to avoid the waste of water known in ditches 
only occasionally used. On the south side, the Consol- 
idated canal has been Lought, wherefrom to supply the 
lower canals. Only the Tempe Canal, watering about 
20,000 acres, remains outside the general coalition. Yet 
many of its farmers have joined and “have signed into 
the reservoir,” and it is expected that the canal organ- 
zation will soon withdraw its opposition. 

The canals of the Salt River Valley date back to 
1867. Most of them have been co-operative, the Ari- 
zona being the first of the corporate ditches. For years 
water “shares” were held as separate property, bar- 
tered without regard to the land to which they were 
to be applied. By a decision of Judge J. H. Kibbey, 
since sustained generally by the courts of the Western 
States and Territories, water has been made appur- 
tenant to the land. Priorities now are recognized as 
based upon the reclamation and continuous cultivation 
of the land irrigated, and canals in themselves have 
‘been denied all title to the water which in them flows. 


THE POWER. 

About 25,000 horse power will eventually be devel- 
oped within the Salt River project. About 1500 horse 
power now is being sold in Phoenix to a local electric 
company, at about $90 a horse power per annum. At 
least 15,000 horse power will yet be available for sale 
for commercial uses. At $50, this will return the Salt

The first cotton this season was ginned on September 
2, from the early opened bolls. Two to three pickings 
are necessary, because of the irregularity with which 
ithe bolls open. Imperial Valley has a decided advan- 
tage in the length of season for cotton picking. The 
'work may be carried on from the first opening in the 
early part of September through the months of Octo 
ber, November, December, and even into January. 
Such an advantage is obvious to the man who has been 
accustomed to rush this work in the Southern cotton 
fields, in order to clean up the crop before the advent 
of winter.

“The first season's crop was practically all taken by 
the California Cotton Mills Company, of Oakland, and 
whs converted into ‘twine, rope, bedspreads, table 
covers, comforters, etc. These-goods for a time were 
prominently displayed in Los Angeles, and have. beep 
shown at Imperial Valley points. 

The present season bas brought other buyers into the 
field, and cotton brokerage has developed as a phase 
of the new industry. Representatives of large cotton 
mills at Tokio and Kobe, Japan, have visited the val. 
ley and made investigations, not only of the prospects 
for securing a portion of the present crop, but also of 
the opportunities of. engaging their own countrymen 
here in the growine of cotton. 

The transportation rate gives the Imperial Valley 
cotton grower a decided advantage in supplying the 
mills of the Orient. The rate from Texas points is 
30 cents per 100 pounds more than that from Imperial) 
Velley. The Transcontinental Freight Bureau has also 
recognized the importancé of this industry by issuing 
a new tariff, which quotes rates on cotton from ‘the 
Imperial Valley to the seaboard at Galveston. The rate 
is 95 cents per 100 popnds out of all points in this 
valley. This schedule went into effect November 9. 
An important development is the expansion of the 
Imperial Valley's dairying interests, because of the 
special advantage of using cotton seed hulls for feed 
This material has proved excellent as a dairy stock food

ERA OF POWER DEVELOPMENT. 

' *'The great era of the development of electric power 
.by the private corporations operating in Southern Cal- 
ifornia commenced in 1906, and continuing to the pres- 


ent time is chronologically as follows: 
The bringing In of Southern California Edison Com- 
pany’s Kern River power plant with a capacity of 30,000 


horse power. 
The completion of Southern California Edison Com- 


16,000 horse power. 

Following this was the development by the Pacific 
Light,and Power Company of its Kern River plant with 
a water-power capacity of 10,000 horse power. 

Next the Pacific Light and Power Company com- 
pleted its steam plant at Redondo, with a capacity of 
20,000 horse power. 

The Pacific Light and Power Company is now con- 
structing a‘steam plant at Redondo with two turbo-gen- 
erators of 16,000 horse power each, or a total of 32,000 
horse power. 

The Southern California Edison Company is now con- 
structing at Long Beach what will ultimately be one of 
the ‘largest steam plants in the world. It has an in- 
stallation of eight turbo-generatorsa of 16,000 horse power 
each, with 128 boilers of 750 horse power, giving a total 
capacity of nearly 150,000 horse power. 

‘The total of the power which has been developed by 
private corporations for use in Southern California since 
1906 available for use twenty-four hours per day will, 
therefore, be seen to equal 80,000 horse power, which 
is now in use for continuous service. 

The capacity of electric generation from the weters 
of the Owens River is estimated by the aqued en- 
gineers as 64,000 horse power available for all h of 
the day. By storing the water power during the 
hours of the morning, it will be possible, however, f 
‘the waters of the aqueduct to generate a total outpuc| 
of 120,000 horse power during the evening hour when 
the demand reaches its maximum. 


“IMPORTANT EVENTS OF THE YEAR. 


Three events of predominating importance to t 
engaged in the electrical business and the public, have 
tranapired during the year 1910. They are as follows: 

The announcement a few weeks ago that the South- 
ern Ractfic is to electrify all of its suburban lines as 
well as lines leading to near-by cities, coupled with the 
prospect that electricity may be used as motive power 
for even longer hauls, changes materially the aspect 
of the generating proposition and puts a new phase on 
the question of supply and demand.

OWENS AQUEDUCT POWER. 


Electric power is already being generated from the

E. F. Seattergood, the electrical engineer of the Aque- 


duct Commission, says that the city will have at its 
seven power sites when the development of the Owens 
River power is completed, available at a central sub- 
station, a net average of 64,000 horse power, and by the 
use of reservoirs and regulating devices, it will be pos 
sible to deliver for a short period during any twenty- 
four hours up to a peak load of 120,000 horse power. 
This will be accomplished by holding back the water 
which would flow through the canal during the early 
morning hours and turning it all loose during about one 
hour in the early evening when the demand for current 
for lighting ia greatest. 


The general plan of the development of electric power 


along the line of the aqueduct and its transmission to 
Los Angeles and vicinity is, In the opinion of the Con- 
sulting Board of Engineers, a thoroughly practicable 
scheme involving no engineering problem which should 
not permit of successful solution, and promising a re- 
liable source of power, destined to find a ready market 
at pricés advantageous to Los Angeles.

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WATER AND THE MAGIC BOLT, 
OWLERE in the world is the 
value of power greater, 
the influence more pronounced, 
or are the benefits derived

The sugar beet is another product from the cornu- 
copia of the wizard mistress of the irrigation ditch. 
One of the largest sugar beet factories in the world is’ 
located at Glendale, in the Salt River Valley. Fifteen 
varieties of pears produce fruit in such abundance that 
figures look like lies; two trees in one season have a 
record of 800 pounds of fruit, and the fruit sold for 
prices ranging from 4 to 6 cents a pound. Every va- 
riety of plum makes a record in the irrigated lands of 
Arizona from Phoenix to the Mexican line. From apple 
trees 250 pounds have been picked per tree in one sea- 
son, the price for King David, Winesap, Champion and 
other well-known varieties ranging from 6 to 10 cents 
per pound. Alfalfa is cut almost monthly from April 
till December; the olive is fast becoming one of the 
money makers of the people, with 25,000 trees planted, 
returning from $50 to $100 an acre per season, the trees 
bearing at the rate of from two to five tons to the acre. 
The Arizona olive oil is taking a high place with the 
Arizona orange and melon. An average yield is placed 
as worth $60 an acre. Strawberries and every vegeta- 
ble give returns that cannot be duplicated in any other 
part of the United States.

A great deal of the growth of Los Angeles has been 
of the checkerboard order, the most successfully 
boosted or the most desirable tracts being filled up 
first, often leaving large intervening or flanking squares 
temporarily unoccupied.

The process is as interesting today 
as it ever was, for the city is expanding month after

Such booms and consequent depressions that the city 
has experienced have invariably been the result of pre 
maturely placed and backed confidence. It hasn't been 
the city or the tracts affected which have suffered in 
the long run, for values have as a general rule soared 
serenely upward again after every flurry. Realty men 
have lost fortures as a result of this kind of boom by 
putting too many irons in the fire and incapacitating 
themselves for standing pat on something they knew

There is a vast difference between the subdivisions 
of today and some of the earlier projects of that na- 
ture in the city. Today there are subdivisions with fine 
streets, water, electricity, gas and sanitary accommoda- 
tions for all purses; the prices to purchasers of lots 
being regulated generally by accessibility, scenic at- 
tractiveness, the character of the vicinity and the like, 
the actual requirements in the way of conveniences and 
car service being generally about equal. The develop- 
ment of the building companies has made it possible 
for a family to buy a lot and a house on easy payments 
that are but little, if any, more burdensome than rent. 
The people who annually take advantage of this plan 
number thousands and these tracts are one of the lead- 
ing sources of the city’s: growth. 

There are scores of fashionable subdivisions which 
maintain the highest building restrictions year in and 
year out until high-@lass residence areas are definitely 
established. Even in the orange groves the subdivtier 
has had his fling, the result being that some of the 
finest orange and lemon properties in the section are 
giving way to the builders of fine homes. 

And now, when Los Angeles has taken her place 
among the great world cities, and when a score of near- 
by cities and towns undreamed of thirty years ago

Azusa also has a Woman's Club, and it is not com- 
posed of feeble folk.

The Azusa Valley has long been famous for its salu- 
brious climate, but it has taken actual experience to 
develop its citrus culture. The early settler planted a 
clump of seedling trees about his ranch home for family 
use, entirely oblivious to the fact that under his feet 
was a favored soil, watered by abundant water supply, 
that was destined some day to produce a high-grade 
orange, pomelo or lemon and in great quantities, giving 
remuneration in return for painstaking cultivation. 

When, in 1893, the present A-C-G Fruit Exchange was 
formed (then an association including Covina) two 
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everything for the support of the 
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Mountain meadows support a legion of cattle for the 
California roast beef. Last year close to $500,000 was 
brought to the Porterville district to be exchanged for 
beef cattle, an industry which topped the orange industry 
by nearly $100,000. 

With the Tule Indian Reservation and the grazing lands 
which the Sequoia forests hold added to the natural graz- 
ing lands of the mountain meadows, there is in this dis- 
trict a vast empire in which conditions for the raising of 
cattle are almost as if fashioned with the sole idea of 
contributing to the success of the cattleman. 

Porterville surely is doing her share to lower the “cost 
of living” of which we hear so much and which is in the 

jority of cases attributed to over-demand and under- 
supply of the necessities of lifc. 

Perhaps one’s taste runs to truck farming, to raising of 
small fruits or berries, and again Porterville offers a 
welcome. Last year, according to carefully kent records of 
a number of ranches, the figures for which are to be found 
ir a valuable publication of the Chamber of Commerce 
called “Practical Results,"’ more than one family found a 
living and a comfortable one from five and ten-acre tracts 
of land, devoted to raising the small fruits and vegetables 
for the Porterville’ dinner table. As yet there has not 
been a production in thesé lines half large enough for 
home use. In the summer season our express trains 
come loaded on each trip with crates of vegetables and 
berries of every kind, shipped to us from the southern 
counties. Carrying coals to Newcastle, in effect, is this 
shipping vegetables to a country than which there fs none 
better for the raising of truck products of all kinds. 

For the California table-our ranchers are 
strenuous efforts to supply the pork chops. Freedom from 
disease has been characteristic of the hogs raised in this 
section, and the success which has attended the industry 
reverts again to the cheapness in the production of al- 
falfa, abundance of which, with other forage, is essential 
to the economical production of pork. During the past 
year hundreds of head of hogs have been added to the 
dairy ranches, and are now being almost universally 
raised as a by-product of beef and dairy cattle.

He purchased five acres of raw 
land at $75 per acre (which price can be duplicated here 
at the«resent time), and working at whatever came to 
hand and putting in his spare time on his ranch. he 
added to his holdings a little at a time, until now, with 
no other capital except that which he brought to Porter- 
ville and with no aid of any kind, he has a matured 
grove of fifteen acres on Sunnyside avenue, which last 
year netted him $5680.97. |

\behind this thriving city, which means increase of popu- 
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wish to know. Added to the fact that the Porterville 
orange is the first to market, we enjoy absolute immun- 
ity from scale and other pests. This is a matter of 
record. As a necessary preliminary to the establishment 
of the quarantine which now obtains against the ry « 
ment of citrus stock to this district from all parts of the 
world, an official United States examination of the district 
was made microscopically, almost, with the result that 
the officials decla the Porterville district the home of 
the cleanest and most vigorous citrus trees in the State 


of California. 

This means much to the man who would build his 
home in an orange grove. It means the elimination of 
costly spraying and fumigating; it means not only that 
the scrubbing of oranges is not necessary as a prelimi- 
nary before pack@mg, but the mere saving of time over 
the growers in other districts where a constant warfare 
is waged against pests means added profit as well as 
added pleasure and comfort in growing thie greatest of 
all fruit crops. 

Early ripening of the Porterville fruit means immunity 
from damage by frosts. Through a series of experiments 
conducted officially by members of the Porterville Citrus 
Association last year it was established that fruit picked 
as early as October 15 kept in absolutely perfect condi- 
tion until the following April. This test was made with 
packed boxes of fruit taken at random from fruit packed 
in the course of a day’s run‘at the packing house. This 
is a momentous fact. Should weather conditions presage 
a year in which killing frosts are imminent (such a year 
has not yet occurred in Porterville history) the grower 
may pick his crop early in the year, store it with ordi- 
nary care and market it when he chooses. Through some 
mysterious working of earth's chemical laboratory, Dame 
Nature secretes in the Porterville orange a wealth of 
sugar weeks before the southern orange is palatable and 
weeks even before the brick red color appears.

THE CHINO RANCH. 


The cits of Chino, the center and shipping point of 
one of the most productive sections of Southern Cali- 
fornia, is lecated in San Bernardino county, on the 
Southern Pacific Railroad, and has a population of about 


1800 residents, WhHe the farming community adds sev- 


eral hundred more to the industrious district. 

The chief feature of the Chino section is the extensive 
operation of the great Chino Ranch property, which 
originally embraced 46,000 acres. This acreage origi. 
nated in a Spanish grant dating back to the early days 
of 1841, more ‘than seventy years ago. From Spanish 
hands the. ranch passed to American ownership, and 
at last came into the possession of the Chino Land and 
Water Company. 

About five years ago the Chino Land and Water Com- 
pany purchased 38,300 acres of the original grant, and 
approximately 1000 lots in the town of Chino. Over 15,- 
000 acres of this were rich valley lands and the re 
mainder rolling hills and pasture land. 

Since the purchase of the Chino Ranch the company 
has sold to actual settlers over 10,000 acres of land at an 
average price of $125 per acre, for the subdivided portion 
of the ranch.

figure. Charges of commission men before the organi- 
zation was effected, for disposing of the frult alone, 
were frequemtiy higher than the entire cost of packing, 
shipping and marketing at the present time.

The crop 
of 1906-7 consisted of 16,2717 carloads, bringing a net re- 
turn of $22,268,752. During 1908-9 the amount was 22.954 
carloads, metting $13,958.990. For the season of 1908-19, 
a year of short crop, 19,639 carloads were shipped, net- 
ting $14,831,975. 

From the foregoing figures and allusion to the work 
of the organization it will be noted that the California

homes from one end of Southern California to the other. 

Before you let go of that idea concerning the growth 
of a country as reflected by the progress of its cities, 
you should consider Los Angeles in the earnestness of 
a second sober thought. It is a city that stands in a 
class by itself among the cities of the world. 

Historically Los Angeles is an old town, as towns in 
America go. It was founded as a Spanish “pueblo” 128 
years ago by Don Felipe de Neve, then Governor of 
the Province of California under the flag of Castile and 
Leon, It began with sixteen families as its initial popu- 
lation. Its growth, however, was extremely slow for 
many, many years. Almost for a century follow'ng its 
foundation it was a dull and sleepy village off the main 
line. Monterey, San Francisco, San Jose and San Diego 
were far more important from every conceivable point 
of view. 

The cities above mentioned were founded to be great 
cities by the Conquistadores, with the exception of San 
They were founded in the full belief that they 
would become important centers. They had natural 
harbors, and the time of their foundation was the time 
when the sea was the great highway of cémmerce. The 
idea in founding Los Angeles was merely to provide a 
pueblo that would serve as a neighbor and as a pro- 
tection to the important Mission of San Gabriel with 
its hosts of Indian neophytes, its herds of sheep and cat- 
tle, its granaries and wineries. That it would loom on 
the map as a city no one at that time ever dreamed.

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Beach Resorts Near Los Angeles—History and Developmen 


valuable assets 
of Los Angeles is the long line 
of ocean beaches with which it 
is closely connected by two 
superb systems of suburban 
electric railways. These ex- 
tend from Santa Monica, twelve 
miles west of the Courthouse, 
| to Newport Beach and Balboa 
on the southeast, forty-three 
miles distant. 

A mere list of these beaches 
is quite formidable. Following 
the curves of the shore they 
are: Santa Monica, Ocean 
Rey, Manhattan, Hermosa, Re- 


Park, Venice, Playa del 


dondo, San Pedro, Terminal Island, Long Beach, 
Alamitos Bay, Naples, Bay City, Huntington, Newport 
and Balboa. 


The first seven beach 
on Santa Monica Bay, an inward sweep of the shore be- 
tween the promontory of Point Duma on the north, and 
the headland of Point Vincent on the south, a distance 
in a straight line of seventeen miles, and some ten miles 
deep at the pier of Port Los Angeles. The bay is well 
protected on the north and northwest by the Santa 
Monica range of mountains, which rise to an altitude 
of 1500 feet. 

The city of that name is finely situated on bluffs ris- 
ing eighty feet above the water, forming picturesque 
palisades, In early days a couple of soldiers were ex- 
ploring this region when they chanced upon a clear, 
bubbling spring near the pcean. They named the local- 
ity Santa Monica because the springs are supposed to 
resemble the tears good Santa Monica shed for her 
erring son, who, through her prayers, reformed and be- 
came the great St. Auguetine. 

The first vessel to enter Santa Monica Bay was that 
of the explorer Cabrillo, who cast anchor off shore in 
October, 1542. Vizcaino was the next traveler to visit 


He was followed by Captain de Portola in 1769, who 
came overland. 

The bay region includes portions of four land grants— 
Malibu, originally extending twenty-two miles along the 
coast to the north; Boca de Santa Monica, including the 
mouth of Santa Monica Canyon; San Vicente y Santa 
Monica, with an ocean frontage of one-and-a-half miles; 
and La Ballona, fronting about four miles on the ocean. 

The Malibu grant, with {ts almost impassable moun- 
tain ranges, its inaccessible canyons, its hidden mesas 
and wildernesses, has always been a land of mystery, 
and many romantic stories of smuggling, of buried treas- 
ure, of robbery and murder, have been connected with 
it. 

The Topango Malibu was granted to Don Jose Bartolo 
meo Tapia in 1895. In 1848 the ranch was sold for $400 
and eventually passed into the hands of Henry. W. 
Keller in 1881. The latter sold it to Frederick H. Rindge 
in 1891. Rindge added other tracts till the rancho ex- 
tended twenty-four miles along the coast. Here he built 
an ideal home, but it was destroyed by fire in 1993, 
together with a fine library. 

Rindge was born in Massachusetts in 1857. He inher. 
ited wealth and had a liberal education. In 1887 he 
came to California to make his permanent home, and 
settied in Santa Monica, where he bullt a handsome res. 
idence on Ocean avenue.’ After the ranch house was 
burned he established a new and elegant home in Los 
Angeles, where he died in 4906, ~ 

The rancho Boca de Santa Monica (mouth of the Santa 
Monica Canyon,) was provisionally granted to Ysidro 
Reyes and Francisco Marquez in 1828. 

San Vicente Rancho—In 1839 a title was issued to the 
rancho called San Vicente and Santa Monica in favor 
of Don Francisco Sepulveda. This grant was made by 
Governor Alvarado. Litigation arising, the grant was con- 
firmed in 1846 by Governor Pico. It included 30,259 
acres instead of 59,409 originally claimed. 

Don Francisco had a large family. One of his sons, 
Don Jose, was grantee of the San Joaquin rancho and 
took a leading part_in political affairs. He was father 
of Judge Ygnacio Sepulveda and Mrs. Thomas Mott. Don 
Francisco built a house hear San Vicente Springs in 
18387 and set out vineyards and orchards. 

In 1872 a hotel was opened in Santa Monica Canyon, 
and John Reynolds announced that he would dispatch

. Three lots were bought at this sale by W. D. Vawter 
for $125 each, and he’and his sons built a store and es- 
tablished a permanent business. During the next year 
nearly a hundred houses were built, two hotels were 
overflowing with guests, and a lively trade in lumber, 
coal, etc., sprang up. A weekly newspaper, The Out- 
look, made its appearance; later merged into a daily. 
In three months 615 lots were sold for $131,745.

Home. 

7 1896 the Los Angeles Pacific electric road was com- 
«a by Sherman, Clark and Larrabee, and proved a 
sticecess from the start. During this year Robert C., 
Gillis, now at the head of the reorganized Los Angeles 
Pacific system, was elected to the Santa Monica Board 
of Trustees. Two years later he purchased 1000 feet 
of beach front, and put in a walk and built cottages, 
In 1902 Mr. Gillis experimented with bean culture on 
lahds near the Soldiers’ Home, which resulted in net- 
ting $40 per acre. The next year he leased 1500 acres, 
attd others 6500 acres, making an aggregate of 8000 
acres devoted to this profitable culture. 

‘In 1904 the Jones and Baker lands-—over 30,000 acres 
—were transferred to a consolidated water company, 
formed of the Artesian Co., the Santa Monica & Saw- 
tele water companies, F. H. Rindge, M. H. Sherman, 
Ek. P. Clark, G. L Cochran, R. C. Gillis, and others. Later 
1000 acres of this land was deeded to R. C. Gillis. 

The healthy growth of Santa Monica is indicated by 
the following figures: Population seccording to the 
census of 1880, 417; 1890, 1580; 1900, 3057; 1905, 7028.

three sons, bought a tract of 861 acres from the Ma- 
chados, grantees of the Ballona rancho. It adjoined the 
San Vicente on the north and extended as far south as 
the present city limits of Santa Monica. The price paid 
was $14 an acre. On the highest point, a hill overlook- 
ing the ocean and the surrounding country, she bullt 
a $12,000 residence, which became a landmark till mys 
teriously destroyed by fire in 1904. 

In 1875 Mre. Lucas sold a 50-acre tract, fronting the 
ocean, to Ivar A. Weid, and he taid it out in 60-foot 
lots, calling it South Santa Monica. Other tracts were 
sold from time to time to various parties, including 100 
acres to the Vawters in 1884, for which §40 an acre was 
paid, and 350 acres to the Crippens in 1886, which was 
put upon the market at the rate of $500 for two-and-a- 
halfacre villa lots. 

From 1889 to 1895 an ostrich farm was among the at- 
tractions of South Santa Monica. 

Early in the 70's Col. Hutchison loaned money to the 
Vawters, taking mortgages upon various pieces of land 
as sécurity. One of these was a strip of beach frontage 
extending from Strand street to the south limit of La 
Ballona grant. This land was considered worthless for 
any purpose unless a wharf was built for commercial 


coaches between that place and Los Angeles every

brought around from San Pedro and added to the at- | 
tractions of surf bathing, drives and picnics along the 
beach. 4 

In 1872 a land sale of great historic interest was made. 
The ranchos San Vicente and Santa Monica y San Vi-.

men Sepulveda, were deeded to-Robert L. Baker for the 
lump sum of $54,000, 

Col. Baker came to California in 1849 and became in- 
terested in the cattle and sheep business, with head- 
quarters at San Francisco. In 1872 he cam. south and 
visited the Santa Monica region and was impressed with 
its possibilities. 

In 1874 he married Mrs. Arcadia Bandini de Stearns, 
widow of Abel Stearns, and daughter of Juan Bandini. 
one of the wealthiest of the *arly Californians. At this 
time two hotels were built at the beach—the Morongo | 
and the Seaside, and were quickly filled with guests. 

A smal! landing was built out from shore and Maj. | 
Hancock shipped large quantities of brea, hauled by ox 
teams from his Brea Rancho, on smal! vessels to San 
Franciseo, | : 

In 1875 Senator John P. Jones of Nevada, a wealihy 
Comstock miner, visited Santa Monica and purchased a 
two-thirds interest in the San Vicente rancho, paying | 
$150,000 for it. Soon after, the Los Angeles and Inde. | 
pendence Railroad Company was organized, with Judge 
Temple, Senator Jones, Col.’Baker, Trenor W. Park and | 
J. 8S. Slauson on the board of directors. A wharf 1700 
feet in length was built to deep water, and a warehouse 
erected. 

Meantime Jones and Baker laid out a townsite with 
blocks 320 by 600 feet, and lots 50 by 156. Reservations 
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se, 
Abbot Kinney and F. G. Ryan secured title to this 
property and took steps to make is a resort. Along 
this beach the first plank walk was laid. Lots were 
staked out and sold for $100 each on easy terms. A 
bathiiouse, a Y.M.C.A. auditorium, and many cottages 
were built, and in 1895 Kinney and Ryan named their 
colony, “Ocean Park.” The Santa Fe Railroad adopted 
the lew name for their station. 

Thé first electric car reached Ocean Park in 1896, 
and the following year water and electric light systems 
were established. Mr. Ryan died in 1899 and Mrs. Ryan 
married T. H. Dudley, who thus became associated with 
Abbot Kinney’s beach enterprises. An independent post- 
office was established at Ocean Park, this being the 
only instance where two separate postoffices have been 
established within a single municipality. 

The city of Ocean Park is an instance of a city built

> uNE OF the most valuable assets

Park, Venice, Playa del Rey, Manhattan, Hermosa, Re- 
donde, San Pedro, Terminal Island, Long Beach, 
Alamitos Bay, Naples, Bay City, Huntington, Newport 
and Balboa. 
» The first seven beach towns named above are located 
on Santa Monica Bay, an inward sweep of the shore be- 
tween the promontory of Point Duma on the north, and 
the headland of Point Vincent on the south, a distance 
in a straight line of seventeen miles, and some ten miles 
deep at the pier of Port Los Angeles. The bay is well 
protected on the north and northwest by the Santa 
Monica range of mountains, which rise to an altitude 
of 1500 feet. 


SANTA MONICA. 
The city of that name is finely situated on bluffs ris- 
ing eighty feet above the water, forming picturesque 
palisades. In early days a couple of soldiers were ex- 
ploring this region when they chanced upon a clear, 
bubbling spring near the ocean. They named the local. 
ity Santa Monica because the springs are supposed to 
‘resemble the tears good Santa Monica shed for her 
erring son, who, through her prayers, reformed and be- 
came the great St. Augustine. 
’ The first vessel to enter Santa Monica Bay was that 
of the explorer Cabrillo, who cast anchor off shore in 
October, 1542. Vizcaino was the next traveler to visit 
the coast in the early part of the seventeenth century. 
He was followed by Captain de Portola in 1769, who 
came overland. 

The bay region includes portions of fourjJand grants— 
Malibu, originally extending twenty-two miles along the 
coast to the north; Boca de Santa Monica, including the 
mouth ef Santa Monica Canyon; San Vicente y Santa 
Monica, with an ocean frontage of one-and-a-half miles; 
and La Ballona, fronting about four miles on the ocean. 

The Maljbu grant, with its almost impassable moun- 
tain ranges, its inaccessible canyons, its hidden mesas 
and wildernesses, has always been a land of mystery, 
and many romantic stories of smuggling, of buried treas- 

ure, of robbery and murder, have been connected with 
it 


The Topango Malibu was granted to Don Jose Bartolo 
meo Tapia in 1805. In 1848 the ranch was. sold for $400 
and eventually passed into the hands of Henry W. 
Keller in 1881. The latter sold it to Frederick H. Rindge 
in 1891. Rindge added other tracts till the rancho ex- 
tended twenty-four miles along the coast. Here he built 
an ideal home, but it was destroyed by fire in 1993, 
together with a fine library. iz 

Rindge was born in Massachusetts in 1857. He inher 
ited wealth and had a liberal education. In 1887 he 
came ta California to make his permanent home, and 
settled in Santa Monica, where he built a handsome res. 
idence on Ocean avenue. After the ranch house was 
burned he established a new and elegant home in Los 
Angeles, where he died in 1906. 

The rancho Boca de Santa Monica (mouth of the Santa 
Monica Canyon,)’ was provisionally granted to Ysidro 
Reyes and Francisco Marquez in 1828. _—is. 

San Vicente Rancho—tIn 1839 a title was issued to the 
rancho called San Vicente and Santa Monica in favor 
of Don Francisco Sepulveda. This grant was made by 
Governor Alvarado. Litigation arising, the grant was con- 
firmed in 1846 by Governor Pico. It included 30,259 
acres tnstead of 58,409 originally claimed. 

Don Francisco had a large family. One of his sons, 
Don Jose, Was grantee of the San Joaquin rancho and 
took a leading part in political affairs.

coal, etc., sprang up. A weekly newspaper, The Out- 
look, made its appearance; later merged into a daily. 
In three months 615 lots were sold for $131,745.

In 1896 the Los Angeles Pacific electric road was com- 
pleted by Sherman, Clark and Larrabee, and proved a 
success from the start. During this year Robert C. 
Gillis, now at the head of the reorganized Los Angeles 
Pacific system, was elected to the Santa Monica Board 
of Trustees. Two years later he purchased 1000 feet 
of beach front, and put in a walk and built cottages. 
In 1902 Mr. Gillis experimented with bean culture on 
lands near the Soldiers’ Home, which resulted in net- 
ting $40 per acre. The next year he leased 1500 acres, 
and others 6500 acres, making an aggregate of 8000 
acres devoted to this profitable culture. 
In 1904 the Jones and Baker lands——over 30,000 acres 
—were transferred to a consolidated water company, 
formed of the Artesian Co., the Santa Monica & Saw- 
telle water companies, F. H. Rindge, M. H. Sherman, 
E. P. Clark, G. L. Cochran, R. C. Gillis, and others. Later

OCEAN PARK. 
In 1874 Mrs. Nancy A. Lucas, a wealthy widow with 
three sons, bought a tract of 861 acres from the Ma- 
chados, grantees of the Ballona rancho. It adjoined the 
San Vicente on the north and extended as far south as 
the present city limits of Santa Monica. The price paid 
was $14 an acre. On the highest point, a hill overlook- 
ing the ocean and the surrounding country, she built 
a $12,000 residence, which became a landmark till mys 
teriously destroyed by fire in !%4. 
In 1875 Mrs. Lucas sold a 50-acre tract, fronting the 
ocean, to Ivar A. Weid, and he laid it out in 60-feot 
lots, calling it South Santa Monica. Other tracts were 
sold from time to time to various parties, including 100 
acres to the Vawters in 1884, for which $40 an acre was 
paid, and 350 acres to the Crippens in 1886, which was 
put upon the market at the rate of $500 for two-and-a- 
half-acre villa lots.

These recognized the wonderful op 
portunity for pleasure and health in the winters of 
Southern California. They returne? East and told of 
the wonders of Southern California, somewhat like the 
old voyagers of eariy times when they returned to the 
Old World with tales of the Americas. 

The next year they returned, augmented by a few 
thousand more, and they stormed the feeble hotel accom- 


great law of supply and demand began to work. New 
hotels were built. They were built-hastily in some casea 
and in others substantially. One and al! prospered. 
More hotels were built and the luxuries of the East be 
gan to creep into the management and service of tho 
establishments. Where a few thousand dollars had 
Seemed an extravagance and the structure reared was 
termed somebody's “folly,” more ambitious projects 
came to life. The inflowing tide of tourists grew steadily 
as the fame of Southern California was sent broadcast. 
Beautiful sites on commanding hills soon displayed 
great establishments likened to the famous English es 
tates of the Old World, only infinitely larger. Small 
fortunes were expended in golf links. Drives were laid 
out among the orange groves and then came the advent 
of the automobile. 

Locations which were heretofore considered too re- 
mote from the cities of the Southland were thus brought 
into close touch with cosmopolitan life. The remote 
resorts prospered like the more ambitious city estab- 
lishments, but the influx of tourists was growing seo 
rapidly that there was no diminution felt among the ctiy 

The two great transcontinental railroad systems which 
had entrance into Los Angeles found their facilities 
taxed to the utmost, and the advent of a third transcon- 
tinenta! line a half-dozen years ago failed to lighten the 
burden of the railroads.

100,000 came, it was thought that the highest mark was 
reached. This was two years ago. Last year the total 
was estimated at over 125,000, and this year it is freely 
estimated that over 150,000 tourists of all classes will 
enter Southern California for sojourns ranging from one 
to six months. 

Another factor explains the enormous investment in 
hotels and in railroad facilities made for the visitor to 
Southern California. It is the colonist. He does not 
come in the trains de luxe, but comes during the early 
fall and late spring when specia! rates have been made 
on the railroads. He comes bringing his savings with 
him and for a short period at least must make a hotel 
or apartment house his temporary home. During the 
fall season, which closed in October, over 60,000 colon- 
ists came to Southern California. For a time at least 
the hotels and apartment houses had to house them 
and the railroads had to transport them to Los An- 
geles and then to the surrounding territory. 

But the hotel accommodations of Los Angeles and 
Southern California are elastic. They always seem to 
be filled up but always have room for more. They wel- 
come with open arms the one hundred and some odd 
thousands of tourists and the sixty thousand colonists 
and abandon their own apartments that their guests 
might be comfortable. 

A few of the incidents which occurred during the 
height of the tourist rush last year are illuminating.

In considering temperatures as affecting personal 
comfort, minimum temperatures are a matter of con- 
cern, for since they occur here during the night, with 
hardly an exception in years, they determine whether 
the night shall be a time of sweltering discomfort on 
account of the heat, or whether favorable conditions of 
temperature shall contribute to undisturbed rest. Los 
Angeles can justly claim complete exemption from those 
oppressive nights which are not infrequent elsewhere, 
and which, instead of recruiting weary mortals and 
fottifying them against the heat of the day, serve to 
induce further exhaustion. How well founded this claim 
is may be seen by noting the average minimum tem 
peratures for the months under consideration, which 
we find to be as follows: May, 53 degrees; June, 56 de- 
grees; July, 59 degrees, and August, 60 degrees. Not 
only are these figures conclusive evidence against hot 
nights in Los Angeles, but they are positively auggestive 
of blankets.

In the United States Bulletin No. 271, the facts are 
set forth that it is possible to start a seedling date 
orchard at a very little expense, and with a reasonable 
hope of commercial success, and with a good chance of 
securing fine varieties. 

It is true that date varieties do not come true to seed,

but it has been found, nevertheless, that in the Salton 
Basin it is safe to count on one-half of the female trees 
bringing forth marketable fruit. When fruit of good 
varieties are planted one-fourth of the fertile trees wil! 
yield fruit of first quality. It is therefore advised that 
the seed be planted rather thickly in well drained rows, 
and when the plants have reached maturity (this being 
at from three to five years) the undesirable plants can 


left. The spaces between the seedlinzs can be irricated 


-and offshoots can be taken from the -best sorts and 


planted where the largest gaps occur. 
It has also been found that the soil in the Salton 
Basin is such that when the plants reach maturity they 


can easily be moved in the row without disturbing the 


crowth. 

For each 260 date seedlings set out in proper form 
in a suitable location the Department of Agriculture 
will give, until further notice, one or two offshoots from 
imported date palms. Under these terms, therefore, it 
is possible for the grower to establish a fair sized or- 
chard of date palms at a very little expense beyond the

While not of 
rank as waterways, these “feeders” have value as water- 
powers, particularly the Kern River, already’ largely in 
use to the electrical benefit of Los Angeles and sur- 
rounding towns. 

_ The lakes of California are not important as to navi- 
gation. Tulare Lake, receiving the drainage of Kern, 
Kaweah, and Kings rivers, is 700 square miles in area, 
, but only 40 feet deep. In very high water its overfiow 
reaches the San Joaquin; ordinarily its income of waters 
is cared for by evaporation. Lake Tahoe. in the ex- 
treme north, at an elevation of 6200 feet, is 20 miles 
,long and 1500 feet deep, and famous for the purity of 
its waters, the beauty of its scenery, and its trout. it 
is the largest of the glacial lakes, of which there are a 
great number in the Sierra, mostly at altitudes exceed- 
ing the highest summits east of Colorado. The lower- 
‘lying lakes of the State are mostly without outlet and 
of various degrees of brackishness, culminating in the 
“sink” of the Armagosa River, nearly 200 feet below sea- 
level on the eastern side of the range, where evapora- 
tion has left vast alkaline deposits, now of great com- 
mercial value. 


> 
GREAT IN AGRICULTURE. 


Beginning with cattle (commercially chief for sixty 
years) introduced by Viceroy Galvez in 1769. and tho 
chief wealth of the Mission establishments and Spanish 
colonists, it was a generation after American occupa- 
tion before agriculture was seriously undertaken, and 
for another term of years it was chiefly a gigantic sea- 
sonal “gamble with the weather” in dry farming of 
cereals. Up to 1870 the characjeristic features were 
enormous holdings, single crops (wheat or barley.) and 
purchase of every other article of necessity or luxury. 
Along with this great dry farming gambling—for such 
is was-—-sheep became a leading industry, particularly 
in Southern California. 

Within twenty-five years —that is, since 1885—the gen- 
eral character of California farming has changed to 
small holdings, occupied not by tenants but by Ameri- 
can owners (vastly to the benefit of the State.) with 
diversified crops, and obliged to: purchase only the lux- 
uries of life; with intensive methods and certainty (by 
irrigation) of crops. California has now more than 
one-fourth of all the irrigators in the United States. 
The average size of irrigated farms in Southern Cali- 
‘fornia is 21% acres; in the rest of the State about 8&2 
acres. The typical California farm, under the modern 
regime, is, perhaps, 10 acres, irrigated either by its 
own pumping plant or from a community ditch, and 
yielding a yearly income of not less than $2v0 per acre. 

The orange was the greatest single factor in bringing 
about this change. In 1873 two seedless orange trees 
from Brazil were sent by the Department of Agriculture 
in Washington to Riverside, California. From these two 
parent trees has sprung the modern orange industry of 
California, and practically of the United States. Mil- 
lions of trees from their buds are now bearing or grow- 
ing in the State, and the hereditary fruit, seedless and 
delicious, leads the American markét. This crop, high- 
ly remunerative, and practically continuous (shipments 
being made every month in the year,; has been for these 
reasons a large attraction to high-class immigration, an 
| important factor in shaping agricviture methods, and 
_a very large contributor to the greatness of California. 
| In deciduous fruits, total production, shipments fresh, 
canning and drying, California has, within a generation, 
, come to lead the Union; as it leads in all tropical 
fruits. 
| California is the first successful grower of sugar beets 
‘and has by far the largest beet-sugar factories.

VALUE OF SEAWEED. 


Annually tens upon thousands of tons of kelp and 
other valuable seaweed are permit.ed to go to waste 
along the southern shores of the Pacific Ocean. Only

| facture of noveity ornaments... But che day is not far 
| distant when every pound of this rich nitrate-bearing 
growth will be turned to a profit. Along the Atlantic and 
in foreign lands this materia) is used in many ways and 
from it a considerable revenue is derived. In New Eng- 
land the farmers haul it long distances, having found it 
| invaluable in upbuilding worn-out soils. Others burn it 
| and rehabilitate their lands by adding the salts, nitrates 
and phosphates contained in the ashes, And again the 
weed is employed by others, who extract the iodine and 
other substances in demand by druggists. The fiber of 
some varieties of dis sa not to be interior to 
linen or cotton in the manufacture of cloth, while tn 
foreign countries experiments are being made in the 
manufacture of paper fr-m seaweed. Strawboard pulp 
has been successfully made from seaweed, while it has 
no superior for use as paper mache or building paper as 
a lining for houses. 


MONEY IN SANDS. 


There is money in the sands of the seashore—if the 
inventive genius of man would only discover some 
method by which the minute particles of value might be 
separated from the valueless quartz granuies at a cost 
so low as to insure the commercial success of the prop- 
osition. Among the minerals which abound are several 
of those which have during recent years grown popular 
and more expensive through the new uses to which the 
development of the electric lighting industry has put 
them. The minerals include gold, tantalite, iridosmium, 
osmiridium, platiniridum, palladium and _ platinum.

OMONA, 


HE year 1910 has brought substantial growth and 

material prosperity to Pomona. Its population is 

now 11,000, and the assessed property valuation 
+ 5,250,000. The new building operations for the year 
have amounted to about $900,000. A new Polytechnic 
High School and two grade school buildings have been 
completed at expenditures of $135,000. The Calvary 
aptist Church has built an attractive house of worship 
and the First Baptist Church is erecting a $60,000 edi- 
fice, while the Pilgrim Congregational Church has ac- 
cepted plans for a new $60,000 building on North 
Garey avenue. The women of the Pomona Chapter of 
the American Woman's League are building a $7500 
chapter house, and the $30,000 City Hall is being com- 
pleted. Orange growers of Pomona Valley have re- 
ceived hundreds of of dollars for their 
combined crops, and 2,000,000 cans of deciduous fruits 
were packed at the Pomona cannery last summer, which 
furnished employment for about 400 workers. The Po 
mona Manufacturing Company iron works employs 
nearly fifty men, and has added much new equipment. 
The deposits of the four Pomona banks aggregate 
about $2,500,000, and local merchants report increased 
business in all lines. The growth of the public library 
circulation has steadily increased, the registered mem- 
bership now beifig 7000, and the total numer of vol- 
umes 19,000. The attendance at the public schools has 
kept pace with the increase in population, there being 
now over 2200 pupils and neariy 100 teachers in all 
depart ments. 

The Pomona Tavern, formerly Hotel Palomares, reno- 
vated and greatly improved, is enjoying excellent pat- 
ronage. The Pacific Electric Railway has, during the 
year, completed extensions on Fifth Avenue and South 
Gerev and Franklin avenues. The construction of the 
electric line from Pomona to Claremont is well under 
way, the past year has witnessed the paving of several 
streets and avenues and more is being done. The 
Pomona Board of Trade is doing more effective work 
than ever along advertising lines. By vote of the peo 
ple. fifteen freeholders have recently been elected to 
frame a special charter best adapted to the needs of the

SPADRA AND PUENTE. | 

Spadra, the oldest settlement in Pomona Valley, for 
some time the eagtern terminus of the Southern Pacific 
Railway, continues as a strictly farming community and 
has surpassed its average yield of hay the pabt year, 
2900 tons having been cut. Considerable interest is at- 
tached to the operations of the Los Nogales Oil Com- 
pany, a new organizatiOn of Pasadeus and Spadra cap 
italists now boring for ofl southwest of Spadra with 
favorable prospects of success. Spadra is on the direct 
line of the new county highway and is connected by 
this thoroughfare with Puente. 

Puente has experienced greater activity during the 
past twelve months than for some time previous. New 
buildings have gone up and new families have aug- 

ented the population of the settlement. Application 

as been made for a charter for a bank and a building 
will be erected. A new industry, the growing of broom 
corn, was started on Puente lands this year with good 
results. The county highway has been constructed 
shrough Puente. 


ALHAMBRA—SAN GABRIEL... 


Alhambra, a city of the sixth class, with a population 
of 5500, is but three miles east of Los Angeles and is in 
close touch with three electric and three éteam rail- 
roads connecting it to the metropolis. Alhambra takes 
special pride in its schools, having expended $300,000 for 


buildings and sites during the past six years. Two new 


primary school buildings have been erected at a cost of 
$91,000 and a fine acre site costing $120,000 for another 
building has been purchased. In addition to this the 
Convent of the Holy Name is now completing & $65,000 
addition. Building operations have been decidedly active 
during the past year, 330 permits being issued at a total 
valuation of $565,300. The Beach Block in which the 
postoffice is located has peen completed at a vost of 
$45,000. The Pacific Telephone and Telegraph Com- 
pany is occupying a new building to be used exclusively 
for telephone purposes and which cost $5500. office 
building at a cost of $12,500 was’ also completed and a 
$15,000 plant for a feed and fuel company. The re 
cently incorporated laundry company is just 

a modern building which will cost, including machinery, 
$15,000. Extensive additions have been made at the 
plant of the Standard Felt Company. Street improve- 
ments have kept pace with the growth in other direc- 
tions, ten miles of paved roadways and seventeen miles 
of cement sidewalks, curbs and gutters having been laid 
during the past year. Proceedings are now under way 


for installing a mile of ornamental street lights. Four 


hundred cars of oranges were shipped from this point 
during last year and the present crop indicates an in- 
crease of 25 per cent. ; 

At San Gabriel, which adjoing Alhambra on the east, 
is located the famous old San Gabriel Mission. During 
the past year several hundred acres have been set to 
oranges, lemons and walnuts, and forty-one carloads of 
oranges and thirty-four carloads of wine were shipped 
from there during the past year.

There is every indication, through the fact that 
the navel orange trees are staggering under a weight 
of fruit, that this million mark will have been reached 
when the winter shipments are footed up. Last year’s 
shipments were 640,000 boxes. The reason for the in- 
crease is largely that of a concerted movement toward 
intensive cultivation and fertilization. 

The Covina Irrigating Company is now engaged in 
an enlargement of the general facilities of distribution. 
Four new wells, with water-raising machinery, are to

A half 
million tons of granite are in sight and this is being 
crushed and delivered for the new county roads as 
rapidly as it can be taken out.

| The Cahuenga Valley. | 


T IS the boast of the citizens of Hollywood that this 
] pretty little city, now a part of the Greater Los An- 

geles, has the best streets and the finest schools of 
any.residence section in Los Angeles county. Previous 
to consolidation with Los Angeles, Hollywood had com- 
pleted and contracted for over thirty miles of street 
improvement, and every street within its former city 
limits is paved at the pregent time with one or two 
exceptions. Two splendid ‘thoroughfares, Sunset and 
Hollywood boulevards, run through Hollywood from 
east to west, connécting with Los Angeles thorough- 
fares, finely paved with macadam on Sunset and asphal- 
tum on Hollywood. These streets are shaded with 
rows of beautiful pepper trees and lined with handsome 
homes and well kept grounds. On Hollywood boulevard 
the Los Angeles Pacific is just installing a magnificent 
road bed and system of new steel rails, this being part 
of the Balloon Route connecting Los Angeles with the 
sea. This year saw the opening of the new Hollywood 
High School, for which $100,000 bonds were issued a year 
ago by the vote of the people of this section. The 
buildings are grouped on handsomely laid out grounds 
and there is a large campus in the rear. The school ts 
completely equipped for all modern methods of high 
school education and ranks as.one of the finest in the 
country. Aside from the high school there are three 
large modern grammar schools here, also a Catholic col- 
lege, the Immaculate Heart Convent, and the Hollywood 
School for Girls. The latter is unique in that the class 
and study rooms are all out of doors under the large 
trees which surround the building: The only library 
building which Los Angeles owns is the pretty Holly- 
wood library, built in the English style of architecture 
and containing several thousand volumes. One of its 
features is an outdoor reading’ room and in the 
fully kept grounds at the rear fis a play ground for the 
children: 

Hollywood has ample fire and police protection. A 
fine autotruck can reach aby portion of the district in 
record time and both mounted police and an auto squad 
are on duty. A progressive Board of Trade has been 
the means of bringing about many of the local improve- 
ments. Hollywood has an excellent water system and 
is also in direct line of the Owens River water supply 
and within a year will be connected with the big Los 
Angeles sewer. 


EAST HOLLYWOOD—SOUTH HOLLYWOOD. 

East Hollywood is a beautiful residential section of 
Los Angeles adjoining Griffith Park, one of the largest 
municipal parks in the country. An especially fine class 
of homes have been erected here and additional in- 
terest in this section has recently been aroused by the 
purchase by a syndicate of Los Angeles and Chicago 
capitalists of one of the beautiful hill sites for the pro- 
posed erection of a magnificent hotel. The Hast Holly: 
wood Board of Trade has a1 membership and keeps 
in touch with local needs. is is part of the Holly- 
wood High Schoo! district. : 

South Hollywood is one of the high clase residential 
sections acquired by Los Angeles through her recent 
consolidation with the section'to the west of the city. 
The South Hollywood Improvement Association is one 
of the strongest organizations in the Cahuenga Valley 
and has taken an active part is all civic matters relat- 
ing to this part of the city. Uniform planting of street 
trees has been one of the features which have made 
South Hollywood attractive. . The California Bible 
school is located here. 4 


COLEGROVE. 

Colegrove is one of the oldést communities in the 
Cahuenga Valley, and one of the most progressive. It 
is marked especially, by the unity with which its rest- 
dents act on questions affecting the good of the section. 
A live ese helps to keep the people in touch 
with local issues. This organization supports both a 
municipal band and a baseball team. Colegrove is part 


to Santa- Monica and is the terminus for one of the 
Pacific Electric lines. Here is located the Cahuenga 
Valley Lemon Exchange, of which ranchers throughout 
this entire section are members.

SHERMAN. 


Swinging westward from Los Angeles toward the éea, 
following the foothill route of the Los Angeles Pacific’s 
trolley line via either Hollywood or Coelgrove, three 
miles beyond Hollywood the thriving community of 
Sherman is reached. Here the principal offices, shops. 
car barnes and headquarters of the electric line are situ- 
ated. The city occupies a commanding site where the 
mountain dips toward the valley, and here the motor- 
men and conductors of the transportation line make 
their homes. During the year a namber of handsome 
new bungalows were erected. A flourtshing bank re 
flects the progress of the settlement.

BEVERLY. 


A mile to the west, at the junetion-of the main line 
and the Hollywood division, is the pretty home settle 
ment of Beverly Hills. During the summer an extensive 
sewer system was installed here and several hand- 
some new homes were built.

During the year 
the school population showed an increase of 20 per 
cent. and everywhere new homes and many business 
buildings were erected. Market gardening has made 
rapid strides during recent years. Citrus fruits, berries 
and melons do well and many acres are planted to 
them, while a number of walnut orchards contribute to 
the general prosperity of the community. From here 
the electric line runs a branch to the Soldiers’ Home, 
passing via the foothill route through Westgate, Brent- 
wood Park and the Palisades to Santa Monica. 


WESTGATE AND BRENTWOOD. 


In both Westgate and Brentwood new houses are being 
built by the score, the elevated site rapidly coming into 
popular favor as a high class residential] district for 
people who travel daily to places of business in Los 
Angeles. At Brentwood the lots are large and as the 
building restrictions are high, only residences of the 
very finest type are erected. The park was laid out on 
an elaborate scale, many thousand dollars being ex- 
pended for landscape gardening. From the Soldiers’ 
Home westward through both Westgate and Brentwood 
the double tracks of the electric line follow the wide 
boulevard, which is oil-paved on either side This 
boulevard forms a part of the course of the Santa 
Monica road race, where world’s records have been 
broken. The city limits of Santa Monica extend al- 
most to the east line of Brentwood Park, which receives 
its supply of water from the same system that serves 
Santa Monica. In the vicinity of Sawtelle. the Soldiers’ 
Home and Beverly there are 12,000 acres devoted to the 
production of lima beans, and the handling of this crop 
is one of the principa!l agricultural industries of the rich 
section. Many acres are devoted to the production of 
barley. 


| — Antelope Valley. 


S an object lesson on the prodncts of Antelope Val- 

ley the exhibit by farmers and fruit growers at the 

Farmers’ Institute held at Lancaster late last Sep- 
tember was unrivaled. The town was full of farmers 
who came from every section of the valley and from all 
parts of the State, as the institute was under the aus- 
pices of the University of California. The new ware- 
house opposite the Southern Pacific depot was con- 
verted into a great exhibit hall of the finest specimens 
of Antelope Valley products which included fruits and 
vegetables of the greatest variety, alfalfa, chickens, 
geese, hogs, honey, cotton of the very best quality, min- 
erals and portions of soil indicating the presence of oll 
at a certain place in the valley. 

Lancaster, which is the principal town in Antelope 
Valley, is but three hours by rail from Los Angeles, and 
is a distributing point for the Owens River Aqueduct 
now under construction and which will run through the 
west end of the valley. 


IRON MANUFACTURE. 
PROVED POSSIBLE BY A PROSPEROUS PLANT AT 
RIV ERSIDE. 


The manufacture of iron from the raw ore has been 
proved a successful proposition in Southern California 
by the Pacific Malleable Iron Company at Riverside. 
The plant of the company now employs about thirty 
men, but it is expected to increase this to 100 men 
within six months. It has been necessary for the com- 
pany to proceed cautiously to prove to the various con- 
cerns using castings in large quantities that the process 
employed here would give them the best product to be 
obtained on the market, at a cost much under those 
shipped in from the East. Trial orders came in in large 
numbers, owing to the desirability of securing castings 
manufactured close at hand. The Riverside factory is 
the only malleable plant west of the Mississipp! River.

SANTA MONICA. 


So far as permanent! developments of a substantial. 
character are concerne@, the year just closed proved 
one of the most notable in the history of the city. More 
than $250,000 was expended in the construction of new 
buildings, and by far the most was for handsome resi- 
dences. The center of operations was in the elevated 
palisades section of the city on the north, where the 
expenditures were something in excess o1 $100,000. 
The restrictions are so high here that only the best 
houses are permitted and several of those built were 
completed at an expense of more than $12,000 each. 
In the prosperous southern part of the city the spe- 
clalty was apartment-houses of a high grade, provided 
with every modern convenience. In order to make 
room for them, many small residences were removed 
to less expensive locations, where they have been con- 
verted into pleasant suburban homes. The improve- 
ments made during the summer include two handsome 
brick blocks cgsting $30,000. The more noteworthy of 
the street improvements? was the completion of the 
concrete ocean front walk which was the last link in 
the chain of broad walk extending from North Beach 
to Venice, more than two miles. The paving of Sev- 
enth street, the one boulevard of the city extending 
from the south as far north as the canyon; has re- 
sulted in the conversion that eucalyptus-lined high- 
way into one of the most war drives in the vicinity 
of Santa Monica Bay. This improvement will lead to 
the development of the broad acres east of Seventh 
street into a yew residence district. Plans are being 
developed for the extension of the trolley line. The 
proposed loop contemplates: a double track system to 
the southern and eastern part of the city. It is in this

| School is accommodated in one of the grammar school 
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proximately $150,000 for the purchase of a centrally 
located site and the erection of such buildings as may 
be decided upon. As the new year opened, the city 
mail delivery system had just been inaugurated at the 
Santa Monica postoffice. The growth of business has 
been such that the request for an additional number 
of carriers is being made, with a view to extending 
the system east, north and south. Petitions for the 
establishment of three rural delivery routes to reach 
500 families, have been circulated and forwarded to 
Washington. 

The most; colossal of projects under way is the 
Fraser million-dollar pier, which is in process of build- 
ing. This giant pier of reinforced concrete is located 
between Marine street and Pier avenue, having a width 
of 283 feet. It is 100 feet long and has a floor space of 
more than 230,000 square feet, making it the largest 
pleasure pier in the world. The bare cost of the pier 
is $175,000. With the superstructures and furnishings 
it is expected the total outlay will be but little less 
than half a thillion dollars. The pier proper is to be 
completed by February 1. In dts construction more 
than six hundred reinforced concrete piles will be re- 
quired. These are being cast at the site of the plier 
and are lowedred into the water after due seasoning. 
The pier ané its amusement features promise to be 
ready for dedication on the first Sunday in June, when 
excursions will be run to the beach from near and dis- 
tant points. One of the unique structures to occupy a 
prominent tion on the plier will be a great revolv- 
ing cafe of stéel and glass. This cifcular dining hall, 
the first of its’ kind to be constructed in the world, will 
be so timed to make four complece revolutions per 
hour. The power to be utilized in turning it is to be 
derived from a tide engine which is being constructed 


on the pier. The entire pier will be lighted and heated! 


by the same ree and all power required will be fur- 
nished by this.wave motor, unless the device should 
fail to meet the expectation of its builders, who are 
spending thousands of dollars in its construction. Sur- 
mounting the cafe will be a band stand.

The purchager of this vast 
property, which. included hundreds of business and 
residential loté scattered throughout the city and sev- 
eral thousand acres of mesa land near town, was the 
Santa Monica Land Company, of which- tae moving 
spirit is Robert »C. Gillis, president of the Southern 
Pacific’s Los Angeles Pacific Electric line.

Ocean Park spent @uring the year: just closed approx- 
imately $100,000 in the paving of .public streets and 
the building of concrete sidewalks and curbs. No 
section of the city escaped progress on its forward 
march.

Water from the Santiago Canyon, 
by a compromise agreement, was taken out of the wa- 
tershed and used on the great 105,000-acre San Joaquin 

Ranch. The ‘Anaheim Union Water Company increased 

its water supply by installing pumping plants. Thus 

the water companies put themselves in a position to 
be assured of a steady reliable flow, year after year. 

All of the water companies have spent much money in 

laying cement ditches. Throughout the valley, dozens 

of private pumping plants have been put in, and in the 
districts not; reached by gravity water the “chunk- 
chunk-chunk”" of the gasoline engine throwing water 
is as familiat as the music of the meadow lark.

SUGAR BEETS STRIDE. 

The industry making the greatest stride this year 
was the sugaf beet. The Los Alamitos plant cut 90,000 
tons of beets; the Southern California Sugar Company 
plant at Sarfa Ana 60,000 tons, and heavy shipments 
were made by the American Beet Company to Oxnard 
and Chino. ‘Believing that the territory more than 
justified their acts, two sugar companies have let con- 
tracts for plafts to be completed in time to open next 
season. One of these is the Anaheim Sugar Company, 
to build at Afaheim, and the other is the Holly Sugar 
Company of Colorado, to build at Huntington Beach. 

Both factories; have their acreage signed, and will start 
their first season at full capacity. Arrangenents have 
been made for still another , to be built on the 
San Joaquin Ranch in time for the 1912 season.

| El Centre, Holtville, Imperial, 
Brawley, Heber and Calexico, and a large cottonseed 
oil mill is about ready to begin dperations at F) Cen- 
tro. This industry has been th® means of bringing 
many new people, particularly from the southern cot- 
ton belt, to Imperial Valley, and:the prospect is good 
for a remarkale expansion of thé industry next season.

CROPS AND CATTLE. 

The citrus ffuit industry has also had good develop- 
ment, and within a few years Imperial Valley oranges 
will be plentiful for the Thankskiving markets. The 
grape industry; has also expanded to large proportions, 
and raising of ‘winter vegetables for market is a factor 
of no small ithportance. Cabbage, onions, etc., are 
sent out in caf lots. é 

The cantaloupe industry has had a fairly successful 
season. The planting last spring Was about 3500 acres. 
This industry (is mainly centered about Brawley, in 
the northern emd of the valley. 

Large areas of virgin land have been brought under 
cultivation during the year, and on all ranches an area 
of more careful farming has been entered. With the 
issuance of patents to the lands, Owners are cutting up 
their large holdings into smaller tracts and this has 
obvious advantages in insuring a. mote rapid develop- 
ment in all lines of agriculture and horticulture. 

At present stock raising, dairying and the growing 
of alfalfa and barley are the most important features 
of the agriculttral field. Many farmers, however, are 
diversifying their crops, with good results. 

Imperial’s building season is all the year round, not- 
ing of fine horses and mules, and there has been much 
development in this line during the past year. This 
valley is also itieal for hog raising, and many founda. 
tions for comfortable fortunes have been laid by ranch- 
ers who have gone into this line. 


VALUES RISE; ! 


Since the organization of Impérial county the as- 
sessed valvation has been increased from $3,500,000 to 
$12,148,140, and’ the tax rate has been reduced from 
$4.25 to $1.90 ob the $100 of assessed valuation. 

Every town in Imperial Valley has made substantial 
growth during past year, and all the incorporated 


.cities have made great strides in the acquirement of, 

public utilities. El Centro, Imperial, Holtville, Braw- 

ley and Calexico now have their own municipal water 

systems, and Imperia! and E) Centro have sewer sys- 

tems in operation, while Brawley and Calexico have 

taken steps to secure these conveniences. 


BUILDING IN IMPERIAL. 


Imperial building season is all the year round, not- 
withstanding the exireme heat of summer. This city | 
has acquired several high-class buildings during the 
year, and others are now im progess. A magnificent) 
$50,000 High School building is completed and in use, | 
The city has acquired its own water plant and sewer | 
system. A cotton giu has been established and a new 
creamery has been built. A notable addition to the in- | 
dustries was the erection of a commodious packing- | 
house by George A. Long. From this point the other | 
valley towns are supplied with meats. Plans are com- 
pleted for the erection of a Christian church edifice, 
and an Episcopalian chapel. A large number of homes 
have been built during the year. Imperial has main- 
tained an important position as a shipping point, a) 
large volume of stock having been handled from this 
station during the year. The dairying industry in this 
vicinity has made remarkable development. 


EL CENTRO COTTON MILL AND CREAMERY. 


El Centro has acquired an industry of great im- 
portance in the establishment of the cottonseed oil miu 
at this point. During the season ft has also acquired a 
large creamery, with plans matured for another, so 
that this city will have three large creameric. during 
the ensuing year. A wholesale grocery business has 
been established here, and a cold-storage plant of large 
capacity has been built and placed in operation.

Fresno’s city! administration has been marked dur-

to the north of the municipality were annexed, and 
preparations are now being made t6 sewer this sec- 
tion and to grafle the Streets. The city lighting. sys- 
tem has already been extended through it. 

Last year having seen cement sidewalks laid in. 
every part of the old city, special attention has been 
given during this twelve months to extending bitum- 
enized pavements to the city limits along the principal 
thoroughfares. Two miles of new paving has been 
done.

PARKS AND PLAYGROUNDS. 


With funds secured by the issue of $45,000 in mu- 
nicipal bonds, six sites have been purchased in various 
parts of the city for use as children’s playgrounds. Sev- 
eral of these have already been improved, extending 
a system which was begun two years ago in the use 
of a portion of the county park for small children’s 
public amusements. Some of the new.sites are for the | 
use of the elder children, and are equipped with ten- 
nis courts, baseball and football grounds, and will be 
parked with trees and shrubbery. 

With the addition of forty acres to Roeding Park, 
the city’s public amusement resort, Fresno has now 
one of the finest parks in the State. The seventy acres 
that form the older portion of the tract are filled with 
trees and shrubbery, averaging five years in age. The 
city has spent thousands of dollars this year in build- 
ing arboretums, lakes and foot paths, and has added 
to the variety and beauty of the shrubbery. The ad- 
ditional forty acres is now being planted to forestry. 

Early in the year a site was purchased on behalf of 
the city fo: a municipal convention hall, which will be 
one of the unique structures of the State. Plans have 
already been drawn and approved, and actual con- 
struction work is to commence in December. The 
building, which is in the mission style of architecture, 
and is to seat 5000 persons in the main auditorium, is 
on a principal street in the center of town, almost mid- 
way between the Southern Pacific and the Santa Fe 
passenger stations. Besides the great auditorium, there 
are to be committee and refreshment rooms, and every 
facility for making Fresno an ideal convention city. 
The building will cost $35,000. The officials hope to 
have it ready for use by May 1.

| July 1 was opened the Parker cut-off of the Arizona 
and California Railroad, a Santa Fe branch, after com- 
pletion of a ninety-mile stretch of new road between 
Parker and Cadiz, on the main line. Over this Yroad 
the Santa Fe is now operating through trains between 
Los Angeles and Phoenix. Also of this year’s construc-

| §Several millions of dollars are being spent in double- 
‘tracking the main line of the Santa Fe through Arizona. 
The heaviest work, over the mountain division between 
Winslow and Ash Fork, first was taken up and now is 
‘nearly complete. 

A start has been made upon the Port Lobos railroad, 
an enterprise backed by interests connected’ with the 
/Development Company of America. Funds have been 
provided by a bond issue of $5,000,000; The road will 
have its southern terminus at a good harbor near the 
northern end of the Gulf of California. It is expected 
to make connection with th®-Southern Pacific at Tuc- 
son and with the Santa Fe at Phoenix. This road is 
considered of the largest importance to the mining in- 
terests of Arizona, lowering freight costs on coke and 
coal brought in and on copper bullion shipped out, the 
shipments either way going through the Panama Canal.

The new Overland Telephone Company has built a 
line along the Santa Fe in Arizona and has extended 
its wires for hungreds of miles in central Arizona, be- 
sides installing ai complete automatic system in Phoe- 
nix. The Consolidated Telephone Company is building 
a through line between Fl Paso and Los Angeles. It 
has local systema already in all the principal towns 
en route. 

Progress. .and prosperity are to be voted among the * 
cities, all of which have at least “held their own,” even 
in the copper mining localities. Phoenix has voted 
$400,000 for sewers and is to spend $50,000 on her fire 
fighting system, already a good one. Within Phoenix 
and environs about six hundred houses have been built 
within the year, a $100,000 Y.M.C.A: building and a 
bank building of the same value haye been occupied 
and a score of important business blocks erected. A 
start has been made upon a Fedéral building, expected 
to cost $340,600. * Appropriations have been voted by 
Congress for public building -sites at Tucson, Douglas 
and Globe.

THE SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA EDISON 
COMPANY. 


During the year that has just closed, the concentrated 
energy of the officials and engineers of the Southern 
California Edison Cémpany has been devoted to plans 
to provide for what is termed the “peak load” by means 
of steam aux'‘liary generating viants. This is an epoch 
in the history of the ‘company, and while it does not de- 
note a change of policy, it indicates the recognition of 
conditions which must be met and coped with, in order 
that Los Angeles an@ the towns of Southern California 
shall be provided with an electric system. which will pre- 
clude the possibility }of accidental darkness and its at- 
tending terrors. 

From year to year the Midwinter Edition of The 
Times has related the story of the great hydro-electric 
construction which the Southern California Edison Com- 
pany and its predecefisor, The’ Edison Electric Company, 
have executed on the Kern River and the Santa Ana 
Canyon, and other water courses that derive their flow 
from nature's storage sheds on the high Sierras. This 
work is yet progressing and the company has ambitious 
plans for the future,i/ but these are temporarily obscured 
by the present and ‘pressing necessity for driving the 
volume of electricity ‘required during the four hours be- 
tween the hours of 5 and § o'clock In the evening up to 
the requirements of the growing population. If all the 
volume of water whjch rushes down the mountain sides 
of the southwest could be harnessed to the electric 
generator, it would fall short of the ultimate essential 
requirements of electricity—light, constant and reliable 
light, and a light which can never fail. This cannot be 
positively assured unless some auxiliary is provided, and 
steam turbine plants: provide the most efficient and sat- 
isfactory.

THE LONG BEACH PLANT. 


The site of the new steam plant which the Edison 
Company is now building is in the City of Long Beach, 
consisting of about ten acres adjacent to the entrance to 
the Inner Harbor. This site was chosen on account of 
its favorable location with respect to the ocean, it being 
imperative that the plant should be.located where there 
would be an ample quantity of water for use in con- 
densing purposes. 

This new steam station. will comprise two buildings 
having a combined floor space of nearly an acre. The 
generator and boiler house will have a floor area of 
30,000 square feet and will be sixty feet high, while the 
building that will contain the electrical switches and 
transformers will cover 7500 square feet and will be four 
stories in height. These buildings when finished will 
present a handsome appearance. Both structures are to 
be of reinforced concrete with artificial stone base, orna- 
mental cornice and mission tile roof. The generator 
room will have a floor of imported Welsh Quarry Tile, 
with a glazed tile wainscot. iverything considered, this 
will be the most handsome and best equipped steam 
plant west of Chicago. 

The main unit will consist of a steam turbine of 12,000 
kilowatts (equivalent to 16,000 horse power) capacity.

A great mining country lies dormant, which is tribu- 
tary to Southern California, and which is essential to 
Los Angeles’ future growth. I have passed over a good 
part of this tributary territory and believe that within a 
day’s rallroad trip in various directions from Los An 
geles, there is as much mineral wealth to be di 
as has been found on the Pacific Coast in the past. Re 
member that the Cripple Creek in Colorado was run 
over for forty years, and that Tonopah, Goldfield and 
Ely were but spots on a desert a few years ago, although

There is a possibility that the “conservation” faddists 
may succeed in having mines withdrawn from entry, 
and they have already succeeded in making initial work 
so onerous and expensive in the socalled timber re 
serves as to retard development, and the man who now 
secures tithe to mining property while our location laws 
are still in force cannot fall to reap a great reward. As 
John J. Ingalls said of “opportunity:” 

- “I knock unbidden once at every gate. 
If sleeping, wake; if feasting, rise before 
I turn away. It is the hour of fate.” 
So today the capitalist of Los Angeles who fails to as 
sist in the development and control of this virgin coun- 
try, may miss his opportunity. x 

The copper production of the world “ will seon be 
governed by Arizona. The natural market should ve 
along this southern coast (after the Panama Canal is 
completed,) but a mining community is cosmopolitan 
and will only trade with friendly interests, and in busi- 
ness matters they not look for climate or oranges 
but for friendly cash. 

At present the railroad investments of Senator Clark, 
the new Santa Fe ventures, and the Tonopah and Tide 
water receive no interest; capital lies idle here in banke 
while mining propositions, good, bad or indifferent, are 
“turned down” without investigation or consideration, 
and the richest undeveloped territory lies undeveloped 
within a day's travel from this financial center.

The increase of the capital stock of the First National 
Bank of Los Angeles from $1,250,000 to $1,500,000 marks 
another significant epoch in the progressive history of 
the first and oldest national banking institution estab- 
lished in this growing city.

The First National was organized July 21, 1880, by 
Hiram Mabury, O. 8S.

provement along modern and well-proven rules for city 
betterment, and along artistic lines; that it is time to

venience of the people of Los Angeles at this time is 
'the immediate location and construction of a union 
railway station. It is, in fact, an absolute necesgity. 
‘Thousands of strangers are attracted to Los Angg¢les, 
_ but the facilities for handing the passenger traffic’ are 
totally and absolutely inadequate. Three transcgnti- 
nental railway lines enter Los Angeles—the Southern 
Pacific, the Santa Fe and the Salt Lake systems—the 
latter being controlied by the Southern Pacific. Bach 
has a small station at different points, though not ped 
far removed from the other, and these railroad 9m- 
panies should be able to agree upon a passenger traf- 
fic arrangement and for a local union station which 
would make it very easy to concentrate their passenger 
service at one station. i 

It has been recommended that the union station be 
located upon the land now occupied by the Arcade §ta- 
tion of the Southern Pacific system, at the terminus 
of Fifth street and Central avenue, the site to be .en- 
,larged to meet all requirements by the addition’ of 
adjacent lands; that Alameda street be abandoned iby 
‘tue company, and in return for this relinquishment | it 
be given a right of way for the three lines directly 
‘east from the Arcade Station through the freight yards 
of the Santa Fe, and that practically a new approach 
for passenger trains be made to this site. iI 

The present railroad approaches to the city are v 
unattractive after the city limits are reached, and a new 
entry to the central station should be arranged so that 
passenger trains coming to the station would not enter 
the city as now. It would not be possible to select ane 
that impresses the stranger entering the city more 
favorably than the present route. 

The street approach to the station, at this location,

ADMINISTRATIVE CENTER. 
For the civic or official center of the city it is planned 
to make what has been known as the old Temple Block, 
at the intersection of Spring, Main.and Temple streets, 
the objective. The moving consideration fixing this 
site was the fact that the Courthouse and postoffice and 
Federal court buildings were already erected, or in 
course of erection in this vicinity, and, for this reason, 
the location was to a great extent anticipated. The 
Courthouse occupies a commanding position on an ele- 
vation overlooking the northern, eastern and southern 
portions of the city. The fine new Federal building, 
fronting Temple, Main and New High streets, is com- 
pleted. But already it is considered too «mall, and 
whereas it was intended to house all Federal officials, 
including the courts and revenue and custom officials, 
besides the postoffice department, it is considered only 
ample for the latter, and therefore the Federal govern- 
ment should so adapt it and supply other buildings—at 
least one for the courts and another for the revenue and 
customs, and still another for a sub-treasury. Sites for 
these latter buildings should be selected upon the prop- | 
erty facing north on Court street Between Spring and 
Main streets, and on the two corners of East Main and 
Market streets. In this connection, Franklin street 
would be admirable for the site of public edifices. 

The suggestion is based upon the City Hall being 
placed on the site of the Temple block and the Bullard 
block, and that part of Market street between Spring 
and Main streets. 

Te connect the City Hall with the Courthouse and 
Hall of Records it is proposed to purchase the ground 
in line with the buildings between Spring and New 
High streets and form terraced gardens, which would 
be an attractive linking of the two centers of city and 
gourty government. 

This plan of the Municipal Art Commission provides 
for the continuation of New High street to the corner 
of First street and Broadway, and the gore or triangle

FOR LIBRARY AND ART GALLERY. : 

The proposed location for a public library and an 
art gallery is carefully and elaborately worked out in 
this plan, in connection with the proposed widening 
of Fifth street from the Arcade Station and along the 
north side of Central Park, through the private prop 
erty from Olive street to Grand avenue to the Norma! 
School grounds, which it is suggested be purchased 


as the site is too small for the demands of the Normal 
School. This is an admirable suggestion, but like the 
suggestions for the civic or administrative center con- 
ditions have changed. The Water Department of Los 
Angeles has purchased the property at the southwest 
corner of Olive and Fifth streets, and proposes to erect 
a building for the administration of this branch of the 
city’s business. This blocks the scheme for connecting 
Central Park with the Normal School grounds with a 
plaza, and being a fixed purpose the best thing to be 
done is to have the building for the Water Department 
made a dignified, classic structure, to correspond some 
what with the business building on the northwest cor- 
ner of Olive and Sixth streets, and the city purchase 
all the land between these buildings fronting the park 
on Olive street. This would, perhaps, be the very best 
site for a library in the city, so far as the convenience 
of the public is concerned, and fronting Central Park 
it would have the advantage of this open space for an 
architectural setting. Steps should be taken to acquire 
this property for a library site at once. 


CHARACTER OF PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 


And right here it may be in order to remark that the 
architecture af public buildings is the most important 
note in the artistic development of the nation. Great 
progress is being made in this respect. The Chicago 
Exposition set an example of architectural purity and 
cohsistency that is being imitated throughout the na- 
tion. Unquestionably here in California the classic 
styles and order of architecture should be carefully fol- 
lowed, and the language of Jefferson in a letter to 
Latrobe, in connection with the upbuilding of the Na- 
tional Capitol at Washington should be a text. Said he: 
“Embellish with Athenian taste the course of a na- 
tion looking far beyond the range of Athenian des- 
tinies.”

THE PARKS AND BOULEVARDS.. 

Los Angeles is rich in park area. Elysian Park, 
Griffith Park, Eastiake Park, Hollenbeck Park, West- 
lake Park, Echo Park and Agricultural Park are all 
comparatively large parks and beautifully located, pic- 
turesque, and ‘only need care and consideration. Be- 
sides these, sthaller breathing spaces and children’s 
playgrounds are being added constantly by the effort 
of a very intelligent, earnest and industrious Play- 
ground Commission. Several other smaller parks, like 
Central Park, should be founded in other sections of 
the city not having parks, and these have been sug- 
getsed. But it is understood that the new Park Com- 
mission, recently appointed, has under consideration a 
large scheme for the betterment of the parks which. 
will be impressive in its magnitude and completeness. 
Agricultural Park has recently been taken over in 
part by the city, and a plan now being developed for 
its improvements by the aid of the State, county and 
city, should result in a great accomplishment. 

The boulevards to connect the parks and different 
sections are well conceived, and fit in with the 307 
miles of good roads provided by an issue of $3,500,000 
of bonds by the county and which together will provide 
a wonderful highway scheme connecting the city of 
Los Angeles with every other town and city in Southern 
California. 


RIVER IMPROVEMENT. 
Besides these main improvements covered by the 
plan under consideration, there are other important 
lans being formulated to make Los Angeles a more 
beautiful city. The plans for bridging and improving 
the Los Angeles River and the river bed, which were 
conceived and are being advanced by the Federated Im- 
provement Association, are of significance. 
| This scheme includes a system of six basins of con- 
¢rete; each basin to be 3000 feet in length and 200 feet 
in width across the tgp, separated by folding dams that 
may be lowered in times of flood to allow the waters 
an unobstructed passage through the basins. 
' On either side of the basins the plan provides for a 
six-foot sidewalk and a thirty-foot driveway. 
| At each dam is planned an ornamental bridge of re 
inforced concrete, for the purpose of providing a mean: 
for light vehicles and foot passengers to pass from one 
side to the other of the chain of lakes. 
‘In connection with the landscape treatment the arc/i 
tecture of the plan is not neglected. On each side o' 
the roadway there should be constructed a parapet wa'! 
of concrete about three feet six inches high above the 
rgadway. This wall to be treated with pilasters at in- 
tervals of about thirty feet. On the river side there 
should be a base at the foot of this wall of about two 
feet vertical before the incline at 45 degrees begins so 
as to provide a proper base effect for the wall from the 
water side. The bridges will be arranged to span the 
roadway so that they can extend over the railroads on 
both sides, connecting with the streets or thoroughfares 
<r om Access to be provided from the roadways by 
stqirways or inclines to the surface of the roadways 
abpve on the bridges. 
The scenic effect of the series of*lakes is to be framed 
with trees and shrubs and verdure along the border 
ang outside line of the east and west boundary of the 
official bed of the river.
